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LIVELY BLAZE. 
San Francisco H as a Narrow Escape From 
an Extensive Conflagration. 
8an F rancisco, September 6th.—A few 
minutes after the noon hour to-day Charles 
Weinberg was startled by the cry of fire 
from two girls who came rushing out of 
the candy factory at Nos. 30 and 32 Sacra­ 
mento street. He immediately gave the 
alarm, and the bells were sounded. The 
fire, it is stated, started in the candy factory 
from the upsetting of a kettle of boiling 
molasses. At least twelve girls were em­ 
ployed in the factory, and it was, at the 
time of writing, impossible to teli whether 
they all got out alive. 
The llames spread rapidly and enveloped 
adjoining buildings, necessitating the send­ 
ing in of a general alarm. The structures 
were all wooden, and will be total wrecks. 
The candy factory ran through from Sacra­ 
mento to Commercial streets. The next 
building to catch was the two-story frame 
building occupied by the Union Pacific Salt 
Company, and numbered 31. On the first 
floor of the candy factorv the Carmen Salt 
Worka were situated. Below the factory, 
Nos. 26 and 28, was the New Sacramento 
Hotel, which was quickly enveloped in 
flames. The firemen worked hard, and 
soon had the fire under control. On Com­ 
mercial street the lodging-house and saloon 
of Bill Tower was slightly burned and 
flooded with water. 
liarry Whitehead and Ben Cooper were 
cut on the head and hands by falling glass 
and timbers, and were compelled to with­ 
draw. 
Had there been a brisk wind the entire 
block would probably have gone, as the 
street lrom where the fire started to the 
frontis filled with small wooden shanties. 
The loss will proably amount to between 
$40,000 and $50,000. 
The corporation yard of the fire depart­ 
ment being only a few doors away from the 
fire enabled the department to get plenty 
of hose. 
It being a few minutes after the noon 
hour, the streets were filled with crowds 
endeavoring to get a look at the flames. 
The principal loss is that of the Union 
Pacific Salt Company, John Barton, man­ 
ager. It is thought the building and dam­ 
aged machinery could not be replaced for 
less than $15,000, and the insurance will 
cover fully a loss of that amount. Much 
of the machinery is only slightly dam­ 
aged. and a quantity of rock salt that was 
stored awaiting crushing and treatment is 
mot hurt. The office of the company is two 
blocks above, at 216 Sacramento street. 
The machinery in the Carmen Island Salt 
Company’s works, just adjoining the Union 
Pacific building ou the east, was badly 
damaged by tire. It is estimated that $8,000 
will cover the loss; insurance two-thirds. 
The owner of the candy factory, Mr. 
Rotgen, cannot easily fix his loss. The 
factory at this location was only fitted up 
lately. 
Fire Commissioner Edwards says the en­ 
tire losses by the fire will reach full $30,000. 
Brick fire walls will have to be erected if 
the buildings are rebuilt. 
G. Johanson, whose lodging house ad­ 
joined the candy factory on the east, was 
damaged to the extent of about $2,000. 
There were reports that one of the girls 
employed in the factory had been 
burned, but investigation proved the report 
without foundation. The firemen by great 
exertions prevented the spread of the fire 
further west than the Union Pacific Salt 
WorkB. Beyond this are several lodging 
Bouses and the large brick building of the 
Corporation Yard. 
The sheds of the Renton Coal Company, 
next to Johanson’s lodging house, narrowly 
escaped destruction.

FARM ER FIX . 
An A ged R eprobate W lio H as the In­ 
stincts of a M onster. 
Santa Rosa, September 6ih.—Fix and 
Mary Fix, his wile, residents of Sebasto 
pool, were arraigned for trial to day before 
Judge Brian for cruelty to their 'adopted 
child, Mary Sterling. 
Mary is only 9 years old, and formerly 
lived with her parents, now dead, at 
Healdsburg. The Sterlings were splendid 
people and at their death Mary fell to Fix. 
The maltreatment of the child extended 
over a period of seven months, from De­ 
cember to July, when the child was dis­ 
covered to be in a bad condition from mis­ 
treatment, starvation and abuse. 
Her condition was noticed by the neigh­ 
bors and she was taken to the County Hos­ 
pital for treatment. 
County Physician Shearer testified that 
when she was brought there she was in an 
emaciated condition and presented a pitia­ 
ble sight, Her feet were lacerated and her 
body covered with sores, the result ot in­ 
human and cruel treatment. A long list 
of witnesses, neighbors of the Fix family, 
testified as to the cruel treatment of the 
child. 
No evidence in rebuttal was offered by 
Fix. It was shown that the girl had car­ 
ried wood on cold, windy days, clad in 
nothing but a coarse sack with holes cut 
in it for arms and neck. She had also been 
seen with nothing but a shirt on, and as a 
punishment had been forced to stand in 
water and sleep in a barrel at night. 
Marks on her neck ana face showed that 
she had been bound by ropes to a post for 
hours at a time. 
The neighbors had heard her beseeching 
Mrs. Fix not to punish her. She had also 
been imprisoned in a dark room for a week 
at a time with scarce'y enough to eat to 
keep her body and soul together. 
While this testimony was being taken 
several times tears were noticed starting in 
the eyes of the jurors. 
Deep interest is taken in the case and 
the Couri-room was crowded when the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty as charged 
in the complaint. The jury was out only 
ten minutes. 
Fix and his wife were not disturbed at 
the verdict. The adopted child has a lot 
in Healdsburg, and it is thought that Fix 
was endeavoring to kill the girl by inches 
to get possession of the property. 
Fix is a farmer nearly 70 years of age. 
Sebastopol and vicinity is jubilant over the 
verdict. He little looks liKe a man with 
the instincts of a monster.

A Boy Threatens to K ill H is Stepm other 
anil Goes to Jail. 
Fresno. September6th—James Hutch­ 
inson, a 16 year-old hoy residing near the 
toil-house, was arraigned to-day in Justice 
Horgue’s Court for attempting to kill his 
stepmother with a Winchester ritie.

UNREQUITED LOVE. 
Story of B illy M urphy's Life and Tragic 
D eath. 
D en ver (Col.), September 6th.—At an 
early hour this morning Timothy Stocking, 
a faro dealer in the Arcade gambling hall, 
shot and killed Billy Murphy, an ex-con­ 
vict of Jolliet, 111. 
The story leading up to the murder is 
something of a romance. Miss Williams, 
a beautiful young girl, came to Chicago 
from a small tow o in Wisconsin on a visit 
to friends. Shortly after her arrival she 
met Billy Murphy, a plumber, who fell 
mady in love. The lady did not return his 
affections, and soon after met and married 
Timothy Stocking, a member of the Pink­ 
ertons. 
Murphy took to drink, and a couple of 
months after the wending was caught at­ 
tempting to burglarize a residence and sen­ 
tenced to five years’imprisonment. 
Murphy swore he would kill both Stock­ 
ing and his wife as soon as he could gain 
liberty. After his release he followed the 
couple over the country, finally locating 
them at Denver. 
He came here a couple of months ago. 
Meeting Mrs. Stocking upon the street he 
nearly frightened her to death by threats of 
violence against herself and husband. 
Slocking, however, appeared to pay little 
attention to the threais, and laughed at 
them whenever his wife spoke about the 
matter. The police were notified of the 
state of affairs, and had repeatedly driven 
Murphy from Stocking’s premises, where 
he had been sulking around at all hours 
of the night. 
This morning Stocking was awakened by 
some one knocking at the front door, and 
on going to the entrance he asked who was 
there, and being informed that it was Billy 
Murphy, Stocking looked between the 
blinds and saw the man with a huge knife 
in his hand. Stocking picked up a shotgun 
and fired the contents of the barrel into 
Murphy’s face and neck, literally tearing 
them to pieces. Murphy staggered out of 
the gate and fell upon the walk a corpse. 
Stocking was arrested and locked up at 
the Centra! station. 
Deceased has a father living on Blue 
Island avenue, Chicago, and a cousin and 
brother in the same city, ail of whom are 
quite wealthy and influential citizens.

It was learned this evening that the 
case had been placed in the hands of the 
police, and that to-moirow a criminal 
prosecution would be commenced against 
Dana on a charge of embezzlement. It is 
thought there are sufficient grounds on 
which to secure his extradition should he 
go to Canada, as is generally supposed be 
has gone. 
Dana was a deacon in Harvard Congre­ 
gational Church, Brookline, ar.d a teacher 
in the Sunday-school. He has a wife and 
five children.

The city is enveloped in dense smoke. 
Eighty thousand btnrels of oil are burning. 
Eighty persons were injured, a majority 
of them being workmen. Several soldiers 
received injuries.

Tbe Captain of the Garston, with the sec­ 
ond and third mates and six of the crew, 
had left in a boat in search of more popu­ 
lous or better known islands previous to 
the arrival of the Espiegle, and had not 
been heard from since. 
During the voyage of the Garston, that 
vessel sighted iand on July 27th, at 10 p. m., 
and kept close in shore, finally striking 
bottom on the east side of Starbuck Island. 
Three boats were then lowered, viz , life­ 
boat, gig, and a wlisle boat, into which the 
rucu embarked and waited by the vessel 
until morning, in hopes of saving mere of 
their clothes and valuables. When the 
morning dawned, however, the surf was 
too heavy for goine on board the vessel, 
and they landed on the island in safety 
and good order. The veusel ai erward be­ 
came a total wreck, and the chief mate and 
niDeteeu sailors came on to Honolulu by 
the Espiegle. 
The Garston, Ceptain Pye, was 1,812 tons 
register, owned in Liverpool, England, and 
left Sydney, N.S. \V., on June 2U:h last, 
bound to Sian Francisco. The vessel sailed 
the usual easterly course to the north cape 
of New Zealand; but at this point of the 
toyage, owing to easterly winds, a north­ 
erly course was steered to the Harvey 
group. On July 17th, about IU p. m., the 
ship grounded tin a reef off Starbuck Island. 
The Captain endeavored to get the ship 
into deep water, but his efforts were fruit­ 
less. The surf was very heavy and the 
vessel reeled about so that it was difficult 
for the men to move about, and fears were 
entertained that she would cant over. The 
Captain then gave orders to abandon the 
ship. 
No landing on the island could be effected 
and after remaining near the ship for two 
days the boats steered due south. During 
this time the gig, with Captain Pye, second 
and third officers, sail-maker and five 
sailors became lost to the others. Chief 
Mate Davis and his men sighted Humph­ 
rey’s Island ten days after the wreck and 
remained mere until rescued by the 
Espieglo. They were very kindly treated 
by the natives and a missionary named 
Ellis.

T h e w hole eastern coast of th is p en in ­ 
su la, all th e way from Cape St. Lucas at 
th e extrem e southern point to w here th e 
C olorado river, flowing dow n th ro u g h A ri­ 
zona and em ptying its yellow tid e into th e 
S ea of Cortez, m arks its n o rth ern lim it, is, 
w ith few 
exceptions, high, rocky 
and 
precipitous, th e m ountains rising ab ru p tly 
close to th e w ater’s edge. 
S trange to say, th e d e p th is generally 
m uch g reater on th e g u lf th an on th e P a ­ 
cific side; and tho u g h th e w inds are al­ 
w ays h ig h er on th e eastern waters, and 
local cyclones and trem endous hurricanes 


som etim es occur, th ere are m any little 
h arbors and sheltered coves in w hich ves­ 
sels m ay find protection. 
D uring th e greater p art of th e y ear th e 
w eather along shore is all th a t could be 
desired, ocean breezes tem pering th e fervor 
o f th e tropic sun, and cool n ights succeed­ 
ing th e w arm days. O f course, th ere are t wo 
d istincts seasons, th e w et and th e dry; but 
com paratively little rain falls d uring th e 
■ form er, its scarcity being p a rtially com­ 
pensated for by extrem ely heavy dews. 
T h e destructive and m uch-dreaded liu iri- 
canes called 


LOS CORDONAZOS DE SAN FRANCISCO 
(Because th ey inv ariab ly occur d u rin g th e 
feast days of St. Francis, betw een th e 1st 
an d th e 5th of O ctober), are fortunately of 
sh o rt duration, bu t often of such violence 
th a t n o th in g can w ithstand them . 
A ves­ 
sel surprised by one in a roadstead is sure 
to founder at h er anchors, or to break from 
h e r m oorings aud bo draw n ashore ; conse­ 
q u en tly a sharp lookout is m aintained all 
th ro u g h th e m outh of disaster, and at th e 
sm allest sign of a com m ing cordonzo every 
sh ip puts o u t to sea or scuds into th e oiling. 
Y et, despite all precautions, wrecks are 
added every year to th e hundreds th a t al­ 
ready strew th e desolate shores, and men 
go down to swell th e skeleton population 
of th e choral-paved cities below. 
T h e num erous g u lf islands, lik e th e 
near-by coasts, are generally barren and 
forbidding, w ith a few notable exceptions. 
A m ong th e latte r m ay be m entioned San 
Jo sef—a big island of volcanic 
origin, 
seventeen m iles long, w ith an average 
b read th of four m iles— w hich is covered 
w ith richest vegetation, even to th e tops 
of its highest peaks, some of w hich rise 
sh arp ly 2,000 feet above th e sea. 
I t is 
u ninhabited, y et 
m uch 
frequented 
by 
hunters, because its num erous deep arroyos, 
o r ravines, are th e hom e of im m ense herds 
o f d eer and antelopes. 
O n th is island th e palma christi, or castor 
bean, grows to a g reat tree, w ith a woody 
tru n k . H ere also the una de gato, or cat’s-claw 
tree, abounds— a legum inous tree, whose 
branches bristle w ith curved thorns closely 
resem bling cats’ claws, and whose wood is 
very firm and durable, susceptible of a 
polish fully as fine and m uch m ore b eau ti­ 
ful th an th a t of rosewood. 
N ot a great way from th is island, on th e 
adjacent peninsula, is th e once famous D is­ 
tric t of Comondu, from w hich point roads 
ru n over th e S ierra de la G iganta, south­ 
w ard tow ard 
Loreto, and northw ard to 
M uleje, seventy m iles d istant. 
T he road 
— or ra th e r th e tra il— th a t leads to th e 
capítol, looks im passable even to m ountain 
goats, zig-zagging up th e alm ost perpen­ 
d icu lar faces o f sh eer cliffs. 
B ut it is often 
traversed, for at th e foot of L a G ig an ta 
(h ere nearly 6,000 feet), is th e celebrated 
copper m ine of E l Sanee, said to be won­ 
derfully rich, but a t present 
unw orked. 
Com ondu is th e site of an ancient mission, 
and its now ruined church was once th e 
finest in th e two Californias. 
M ost of th e 
houses in th e m elancholy little village 
th a t clusters around it are constructed of 
c u t and polished stones—each a m onum ent 
to departed glory; w hile th e rem aining 
h ab itatio n s — of 
wild 
bamboo, lig h tly 
th atch ed w ith long, feathery palm leaves 
— are m ore ch eerin ' and picturesque, if 
less pretentions. 
T he principal product of 
th is region is panodte (th e nativ e sugar), 
and th e exports include wine, fru its and 
deer skins from th e neighboring islands. 
T h e little valley of Com ondu is not more 
th a n six m iles long, by a q u arter of a m ile 
wide, b ut it is extrem ely fertile and in a 
h ig h state of eu ltiv ati in, its population 
num bering about one th nsand. 
A t th e 
head of th e valley is a rem arkable canyon 
c u t in solid lava, 110 feet deep and w ith 
p erp en d icu lar sides. 
T in . ugh it runs a 
fine stream of perennial w ater w hich af­ 
fords an abundant supply to th e valley and 
villagers. 
N ot far from th is place is 


A BIO SALT FOND 
T h a t deserves especial m ention. 
I t lies 
n ear th e head of Salinas Bay, separated 
from th e sea onlv by a narrow shingle 
lieach, over w hich th e w ater never flows. 
T h e lake, or pond, is a m ile and a h a lf 
ldhg, by a m ile wide, and although th ere 
is uo perceptible cornmu: ¡cation w ith the 
sea, its w ater rises and falls reg u larly w ith 
th e tide. 
T he supply of perfectly pure 
sa lt seems inexhaustible, for w hat is taken 
from th e pond in one week is fully repro­ 
duced in th e n ext. 
I t is p recip itated in 
th e form of pure crystals, and has only to 
be raked 
from th e bottom , packed and 
shipped to Sau Francisco— w here it is 
ground, and w ithout any purification w hat­ 
ev er is sold as th e finest table salt. 
A ra il­ 
w ay connects th is lake w ith th e landing 
place at Salinas B a y ; and on th e shingle 
beach th a t intervenes is a sm all village. 
A t th e top of a h igh cliff' of reddish 
rock n ear by— at a place called Perico 
(“ P arro t’’) P oint, because its shape re­ 
sem bles a p arro t’s beak— is a n atu ra l cave 
o f enorm ous projioriions, to w hich all the 
natives of th e section resort cn masse d uring 
t he sum m er m onths, not so m uch to avoid the 
heat as to escape th e pestiferous gnats aud 
m osquitoes. 
T hey m ake a prolonged pic­ 
nic of it suliMsting chiefly upon th e long- 
shelled oysters, turtles, shrim ps, aud fish 
th a t abound, eked out w ith th e eggs and 
flesh of num lierless sea birds. 
T hen th ere is Kazu Island, famed for its 
valuable dejsisits of so-called guano, w hich 
is not guano at a ll— igneous rock, w hich 
h as undergone a chem ical change by th e 
action upon it of th e phosphate and am ­ 
m onia contained iu th e excrem ent of birds. 
T h is stirfaee-dust is collected in bags and 
shipped, th e secondary layer being full of 
“ clinkers," w hich require to 1* crushed 
before using. 
T hese clinkers arc m uch 
ric h e r in phosphates th a n th e pulverized 
guano, and are m ore easily gathered and 
shipped. 
Sea-gulls frequent th e island in 
such num bers th a t th ey lite rally Crowd 
th e ground. 
A com pany of A m ericans 
h ave been w orking th e deposit for several 
years, and d u rin g th e first tw o seasons 
th ey ¡-hipped m ore th an 10,000 tons, p rin ­ 
cipally to E urojiean ports. 
P erhaps th e strangest island of all is 
th a t rocky and barren waste, called 


A N O E L I>E LA G U A R D IA , 
( “ G u ard ian A n g e l"), m ore th an forty 
m iles long by ten m iles wide, lying no rth 
an d south, nearly parallel to th e coast line. 
A range of m ountains fiorn 3,000 to 4,000 
feet h ig h , extends thro u g h o u t its length. 
T h e w hole w estern side is en tirely inac­ 
cessible and w ithout any anchorage, w hile 
its southern end term inates in a sh arp 
bluff. 
T he w estern side, however, 
has 
several sm all bays betw een its rockv pro­ 
m ontories, w here vessels m ay find some 
sh elter from th e p revailing winds th a t blow 
h ere w ith full force, w histling dism allv 


am ong th e forbidding crags. 
W h y nam ed 
“G u ard ian A ngel" none can tell, for uo 
cognomen could be m ore inappropriate, 
th e desolate spot being fiercely guarded 
by creatures q u ite th e reverse of heavenly 
beings. 
Enorm ous rattlesnakes abound, 
w rith in g and tw isting on every rock, and 
a h o rrib le din of rattles w arns th e in ­ 
tru d er not to set his foot upon th e shore, 
w hile incredible num bers of g igantic igua­ 
nas bask undisturbed in th e sunshine. T he 
la tte r singular anim al is by no m eans a 
beauty, 
lie is a type of th e fam ily Igua- 
nida, to w hich crocodiles belong— a re la ­ 
tive of th e stupenduous sauriens th a t ex ­ 
isted in form er geological periods. 
H e 
has a lizard-like form aud a long tail, a 
huge m outh lik e a trap-door, from w hich 
is perpetually p ro tru d in g a th ick , fieshv 
tongue notched a t th e tip . 
A long his 
back, and continued to th e end of his tail, 
are rows of elevated, pointed scales, and 
under his ugly chin is a great dew lap-like 
pouch, and his coat is greenish-yellow , 
m ottled w ith d ark er green, th e tail ringed 
w ith brown. 
T he feet are not webbed, but 
have long toes w ith sh arp claws, w ell- 
adapted to clim bing trees, w hile th e com­ 
pressed tail enables him to swim like a 
duck. 
T h e average len g th of iguanas in 
th is p art of th e w orld is about four feet, 
but 
I 
have seen occasional specim ens 
nearly double th a t size. 
T hey are 


A FAVORITE ARTICLE OF FOOD 
A m ong all classes of Low er C alifornians, 
and are really no m ore disgusting to con­ 
tem plate in th a t line th an are th e terrap in 
and crabs of th e N orth. T h eir eggs (w hich 
are about th e size of th e pigeon, and are 
laid in th e sand, w ith no h ard shell) are 
also considered a g reat delicacy. 
T he 
iguana is generally caught by m eans of a 
noose, throw n over its head. 
Dogs are 
train ed to assist in th e ir capture, and 
w hen pursued, it takes eith er to th e trees 
or to th e w ater, w hichever happens to be 
nearest. 
N early opposite A ngel de la G u ard ia 
tow ers th e h ig h h st m ountain in Low er 
C alifornia — th e C alam ahue, som etim es 
know n as S anta C atalina, from th e ancient 
m ission of th a t nam e near its base. 
Its 
ragged to p —snow w hite by reason of th e 
rocks th a t crown it— attain s an elevation 
of m ore th an 
10,000 feet, and in clear 
w eather can be d istin ctly seen 100 m iles 
away. 
F rom 
some 
unknow n 
reason, 
how ever, it was never 
laid 
down on 
any m ap 
or 
ch art 
u n til th e U nited 
States 
steam er 
N arrag an sett 
pub­ 
lished its survey in 1875. 
F ria r K ino, 
w riting in 1702, spoke of it as “crowned, 
w ith perpetual snow,” b u t th a t was a m is­ 
take, th e good F a th e r being doubtless de­ 
ceived by its chalk-w liite 
appearance. 
N ear its sum m it is said to be a large lake, 
w hich feeds th e various sm all stream s 
flowing tow ard th e Pacific. 
T h e Cocopa 
Indians, 
who 
in h ab it 
th e 
region 
about, 
report 
th e 
existence 
of 
m uch 
gold, 
and 
th ey 
occasionally 
come dow n to th e m outh of th e Colorado 
riv er b ringing nuggets of p u re ore, w hich 
th ey trad e for firearm s, am m unition and 
w hisky. 
B ut th ey are wise enough to p er­ 
m it no w hite m an to en ter th e ir dom ain, 
and so far have succeeded in retain in g u n ­ 
disputed possession of its treasures. 
N ear th e upper end o f th e Gtiif, close to 
th e M exican m ainland, is found th a t m ys­ 
terious and m uch-talked-of island called 


TIBURON, 
W h ich is held by a sm all bu t pow erful 
band of Indians of th e Ceres or Seris tribe. 
T he gulf-girt p rin cip ality is about th irty 
m iles long, w ith an average w idth of fif­ 
teen m iles, a h ig h and rugged surface cov­ 
ered w ith cones and cliffs rising from 1,000 
to 4,000 feet, separated from th e S tate of 
Sonora by a narrow and in tricate channel 
nam ed E l Infernillo, w hich is perilous at 
all tim es and frequently im passable. 
Ves­ 
sels sail shv of th is island and give it as 
w ide a b erth as circum stances w ill perm it, 
for th e Indians th erein , whose hu ts and 
encam pm ents m ay be seen scattered along 
th e beach, have th e rep u tatio n of being 
cannibalistic in th e ir tastes and uncom ­ 
fortably ex p ert in th e use of poisoned a r­ 
rows. 
I have no idea th a t cannibalism 
was ever practiced am ong them , but it is 
no doubt 
tru e 
th a t 
the shipw recked 
stranger would b etter leap into th e cruel 
sea th an tru st him self to th e ir tender 
m ercies. 
T hey are said to differ from 
any o th er In d ian s 
on th e islands or 
coasts 
or 
in 
th e 
in terio r 
of 
M ex­ 
ico, 
and 
to 
speak 
a 
language 
of 
th e ir 
own, 
holding 
no 
intercourse 
eith er w ith th e w hites or w ith o th er In d i­ 
ans. 
T he m en are as gigantic in statu re as 
th e Patagonians, m any of them being seven 
feet in h ig h t, and some even taller. 
W h at 
th e women look like none can tell, as they 
never leave th e ir island hom e. T h e whole 
tribe is believed 
to num ber not more 
th an th re e hundred, b ut 
nobody 
can 
say w ith certain ty . 
I t is stated 
th a t 
a G reek vessel was wrecked on T iburón a 
few years ago, and th e 
sailors, ignor­ 
an tly seeking shells am ong th e Indians, 
found th a t th ey c uld speak and u n d er­ 
stand th e language, w hich closely re­ 
sem bled th e ir own. 
T h e theory is, th a t at 
some 
rem ote period. G reek 
castaw ays 
stranded here, m arried In d ian wives and 
th u s populated th e island. 
A t any rate, 
all attem p ts to C hristianize or u tilize 
them , or even to get acquainted w ith them 
have signally failed, and th e ir little do­ 
m ain, alm ost w ith in a stone’s throw of th e 
M exican m ainland, rem ains to M exico, as 
well as to th e near-by U nited States, a 
com plete terra incognita. 
T h eir canoes are 
th e m ost rem arkable I have ever seen, be­ 
ing m erely long bundles of reeds, bound 
together w ith w ithes, after th e m anner of 
fascines; th ree bundles, h itch ed point to 
point, possessing sufficient buoyancy to 
support one or two persons. 
In th is queer 
canoe th e In d ian kneels w hen paddling, 
th e w ater on th e inside of th e lioat being 
on th e sam e level as outside of it. 
It is 
asserted th a t pearl-oyster beds surround 
th is m ysterious island, and th a t its hills 
contain gold-m ines of fabulous richness, 
but both reports lack confirm ation. 
A nd 
now we come to th e great 


RIO COLORADO. 
T h a t m ig h ty 
stream flowing 
down 
through A rizona and em ptying itself into 
th e gulf. T hough navigable more th an six 
hundred m iles above its m outh, th e en­ 
trance is m arked by m ud flats, bare at low- 
w ater springs, but w hich 
at 
h igh tide 
have navigable channels betw een 
them 
and th e m ain channel lying close along 
th e Sonora shore. 
T h ere are co settle­ 
m ents n ear th e m outh of th e river, and 
none of consequence north o f M uleje on 
one side of th e g u lf and G uaym as on th e 
other. 
T he principal exports from above 
are hem p i w hich grows w ild in surprising 
profusion, copper and argentiferous lead 
ores. 
T h e riv er navigation is en tirely 
monopolized by w hat is know n as th e 
“Colorado Steam N avigation Com pany,” 
A m ericans, of course), w ith th ree fine 
steam ers and as m any barges, of from 100 
tons to 70 tons burden, draw ing about 
two feet of w ater w hen fully loaded. 
But 
since th e com pletion of th e Southern 
Pacific K ail road some years ago, w hich 
crosses th e Colorado riv er a t Y um a, no 
vessels, e ith e r foreign or M exican, m ake 
voyages to th e m outh of th e river. 
M er­ 
chandise aud arm y supplies for A rizona, 
w hich form erly came around th e peninsula 
from San Francisco, were landed at th e G u lf 
end of th e Colorado riv er an d transported 
thence in barges to Y um a C ity, are now 
brought d irect to Y um a by rail : w hile 
th at |H>rtion of th e C onsular district of So­ 
nora bordering th e g u lf n o rth of G uay­ 
mas is supplied e ith e r at G uaym as or at 
th e inland port of Nogales, on th e A rizona 
frontier.

CATTLE IMPORTED

O ver one thousand C hinam en arrived in 
th e city of M exico one dav last m onth. 


A correspondent of th e American Culti­ 
vator says: 
“T h e first cattle brought to 
A m erica from E urope w ere im ported by 
Colum bus on h is second voyage, in 1493. 
H e left Spain as A dm iral of seventeen 
ships, brin g in g a collection of trees, plan ts 
and seeds of various kinds, a num ber of 
horses, a bull and several cows. 
T h e first 
cattle introduced into th e P ly m o u th col­ 
ony w ere im ported by E dw ard W inslow in 


th e sh ip C harity, in 1624, consisting of 
th re e heifers and a bull. 
F rom o th er ac­ 
counts th ey cam e in th e sh ip A nn, w hich 
m ade h er first voyage in 1623. 
In 1626 
tw elve cows were sent to C ape A nn, and 
th irty m ore in 1629. 
In 1627 th e cattle 
and goats of th e ‘P ly m o u th Com pany’ were 
divided am ong th e colonists in a m anner 
to rem ain for ten years, th e old stock to be 
k ept for common, and th e new anim als to 
be appropriated to th e ir own use. 
A m ong 
them are m entioned ‘black heifers,’ ‘black 
cows,’ ‘red cows’ and a ‘w hite-backed cow.’ 
In 1620, 100 anim als were im ported under 
th e direction of F rancis H igginson, for 
m erlv of L iecestershire, for th e ‘G overnor 
and C om pany of th e M assachusetts Bay, in 
New E ngland,’ am ong w hich w ere six ty or 
seventy oxen and cows. 
Most of th e latter 
arrived safe. 
O w ing to th e loss of cattle 
by th e Indians aud wolves, and th e ex 
penses of im portation and keeping, th e 
price was at first so h ig h as to pu t them 
beyond th e reach of m any of th e colonists. 
A red calf, how ever, soon became cheaper 
th a n a black one, on account of th e g reater 
probability of its 
being 
m istaken 
for 
a deer and k illed by th e wolves. 
In 
j 1636, w hen cows w ere so h igh as to be 
sold a t from 25 to 30 pounds sterlin g each, 
and oxen for 40 pounds sterlin g a pair, a 
q u art of new m ilk or four eggs could be 
bought for a penny, a pound of b u tte r for 
6d and a pound of C heshire cheese for 5d. 
T h e first cattle 
introduced into N ew 
H am p sh ire were from D enm ark, im |iorted 
by C apt. Jo h n M ason and his associates, 
in about th e year 1631 or 1632, to stock 
th e ir plantations, and to be em ployed in 
draw ing lum ber. 
T hese cattle w ere of a 
large size and of a yellow ish color. 
T h e 
calves were allow ed to ru n w ith th e ir dam s 
at pleasure. 
T h e ir owners w ere am bi­ 
tious to be distinguished by th e stren g th 
and size of th e ir oxen, on w hich bets and 
prizes w ere often m ade. 
T h is breed of 
cattle rem ained pure and unm ixed near 
A gam enticus, 
in M aine, down to about 
th e year 1S20. 
In 
1645 th ey h ad so 
m ultip lied th a t 100 oxen belonging to 
M ason’s p lantation, 
near 
P ortsm outh, 
w ere driv en to C harlestow n, 
Mass., and 
th ere sold for 20 pounds sterlin g a bead. 
In 1652 th e num ber of cattle in C harles­ 
tow n was 400. 
In 1636, 165 w ere driven 
from N ew ton, M ass., to H artford, Conn., 
th e em igrants feeding on th e ir m ilk on 
th e way.” 


EXTRACTED OR COMB HONEY. 
T h e greatest yield of honey can be ob­ 
tained by ex tractin g , as it can be ex tracted 
from th e combs w ithout aw aiting th e ir 
sealing up. 
I t seems to tak e th e bees 
about as long lo se: 1 over th e combs as to 
till them w ith honey. 
W e can. therefore, 
get double th e num ber of pounds of e x ­ 
tracted honey th a t we can o f comb. 
B e­ 
sides keeping th e combs em ptied of th eir 
contents, th ere is th e additional advantage 
of keeping th e bees w orking rig h t along 
filling th e combs. 
Bees th u s treated are 
not so liable to sw arm , as th ey Lave at all 
tim es abundance of room for storing honey. 
I t is tru e we m ay give them large surplus 
room , but w hen th is is filled w ith comb 
honey it is not com pleted. 
Several days 
are necessary to ripen th e honey and seal 
th e cells. 
W ith lim ited storage room thev 
m ake preparations to swarm , and then 
p lentiful storage room w ill not prev en t it. 
O f th e two m ethods of producing honey, 
comb and extracted, th e la tte r dews not re­ 
q u ire m ore th a n h a lf th e labor. 
I t has 
been said th a t ex tracted honey does not 
b ring as h igh a price. 
B ut in th e m ajority 
of cases th e a p ia rist is m aking m ore m oney 
from ex tracted honey, because be is pro­ 
ducing th ree or m ore pounds to one. T rue, 
th ere are a few specialists w ho m ake the 
raisin g of comb honey a study, and those 
probably receive th e greatest profits. 
B ut 
th e masses find m uch difficulty in produc­ 
ing comb honey, w hen th ey can easily 
produce large crops of extracted. 
T o suc­ 
ceed properly in raising profitable crops of 
comb honey requires th e g reatest sk ill and 
study of a n y th in g connected w ith the 
apiary. 
It Ls beginning at th e w rong end 
to raise comb honey first, instead of th e 
m ore sim ple m ethod of using th e e x tracto r. 
— American Agriculturist. 


CALIFORNIA PRUNES. 
T h e F ruit Dealer, th e leading paper de­ 
voted to th e fru it industry in th e East, 
says: . C alifornia prunes have sold in large 
q u an tities from th e hands of comm ission 
m erchants for ship m en t d u rin g early Sep­ 
tem ber at 71 cents for th e four sizes and 
re-sales of sm all lots have been m ade at 


4 cents. 
T hese figures sound ra th e r 
h ig h in com parison w ith values quoted for 
th e new crop of F rench, but th e trad e is 
im pressed w ith th e belief th a t th e popu­ 
larity of C alifornia prunes gained d uring 
th e past two years w ill stand by th e fruit, 
and th a t even w ith a difference of a cent 
o r m ore p er pound 
in favor of im ported 
goods, th e form er w ill be given th e prefer­ 
ence by a large class o f consum ers. 
From indications already noticed F rench 
grow ers have determ ined to tak e up th e 
gau n tlet th a t th e Pacific coast has throw n 
down, and propose to do b attle as th ey 
never had occasion to do before. 
Several 
weeks ago a price of 28 francs C. and F., 
or say 6 1 -16(<r 6§ cents, was nam ed for 
four sizes for early shipm ent, but th ey 
have gone below even th e money m ark of 
6 cents, and are p repared for business. 
N a tu rally those whose interests lie w ith 
th e French product are ju b ila n t over the 
prospects for th e trade th is fall, an d do 
not hesitate to pin th e ir faith upon th e 
success of th e French 
against C alifornia. 
T h e difference in th e cost of these two 
products is certainly wide, and it m ust be 
said th at th e French starts off'w ith a pos­ 
itiv e advantage, but w h eth er th e difference 
can be m aintained is a question th at only 
tim e can solve. 
T he C alifornia product 
has certainly m ade phenom enal progress 
d u rin g th e last th ree years, and has suc­ 
ceeded 
in gaining 
popular favor, 
bu t 
w hether it can retain th is p opularity is a 
question th a t can only he decided w hen 
th e two are placed side bv side upon 
th e 
m arket aud th e ir m erits tested. 


FEEDING FARM HORSES. 
A v eterin ary surgeon recom m ends th at 
those who have charge of horses, especially 
farm horses, be tau g h t th a t th e stom ach of 
a horse is not lik e th e rum en of a cow, a 
m ere receptacle for food, but an essential 
organ of 
digestion of lim ited capacity, 
w hich does not need to be cram m ed in 
ordei to perform its proper functious, and 
th a t it cannot be so treated w ithout d an ­ 
ger to th e a n im a l; th a t th e teeth o f the 
horse are provided for th e punióse of m as­ 
ticatin g th e food, and th at food w hich does 
not require m astication should be sparingly, 
if ever used. 
H e fu rth er recom m ends th at 
no horse be p u t to work im m ediately after 
a full m eal, aud w here a horse has done a 
full day’s work it should be allow ed to 
stand in th e stable u n til it is cool and com­ 
fortable before being fed. 
A little w ater 
m ay lie given, and if a little good h ay he 
p u t in to th e rack it w ill occupy his a tte n ­ 
tion, and besides req u irin g proper .m astica­ 


tion will fu rth er have th e effect to slig h tly 
stim u late th e stom ach to secretion and p re­ 
pare it for th e reception of th e feed w hich 
is to follow. 
Should a horse require m ore 
food th an usual to supply th e ex tra w aste 
of tissues caused liy h ard work, give it bv 
all means, but let it be in excess of its 
album inoids or n u tritio u s constituents, and 
let th e horse be fed oftener and not in in ­ 
creased q u an tities at a tim e.— Farmer and 
Breeder. 
EXCITED HORSES. 
• T he best th in g and only th in g to do 
w hen your horse is excited is to calm him . 
In a h ig h state of excitem ent th e horse 
does not com prehend w hat you want. 
E veryone has seen a team w here or.e horse 
would go forw ard and th e o th er fall 
back. 
A ll th e w hipping and “ hollering” 
th a t a h u ndred m en can do w ill not start 
such a team once in a thousand tim es. T he 
team is excited. 
T he horses show th a t by 
every action, and lashing and loud talk 
only m ake m atters worse. Calm th e horses. 
T im e w ill be saved if h a lf an h o u r is taken 
to q u iet an excited horse. 
A n excited 
horse is ju st like an excited ch ild . 
W e 
have seen a ch ild scolded and “jaw ed" at 
u n til it could not com prehend w hat was 
w anted of it to save its life. 
Stop scolding 
aud calm th e child, and th e work you de­ 
sire ot it w ill soon be done. 
I t is idle to 
expect an anim al to do your bidding as 
long as it cannot understand your wishes. 
— Horse and Stable. 


FARM NOTES. 
Soot has considerable value as a fertili­ 
zer. 
As m uch has 50,000 tons of it are 
taken from th e chim neys of Fondon in a 
year. 
It is estim ated to be w orth S200,- 
000, and is used as a fertilizer, h a lf a ton 
to an acre. 


T u rn ip s should be harvested by p ulling 
th em up. 
Do not bruise them if it can be 
avoided. C ut th e tops away from th e bulbs 
and feed th e leaves to stock. 
L et th e crop 
rem ain in th e ground u n til late before 
harvesting. 


A t th is season th e farm er should h aul 
to th e barn or some suitable place a large 
supply of d ry e arth to be used d u rin g th e 
w inter. 
I t is excellent as an absorbent ot 
liq u id m anures, and largely assists in d isin ­ 
fecting th e stalls. 


M oulting hens should be given a feed­ 
in g o f linseed m eal two or th ree lim es a 
week. 
If fed exclusively on corn or w heat 
th e hens w ill become d eb ilitated and 
droop. 
A mess of chopped m eat occasion­ 
ally is also excellent. 
Professor R obertson. G uelpli, O nt., is au­ 
th o rity for th e statem ent th a t a cow in full 
m ilk will sh rin k 14 per cent, if deprived 
of salt one week, and th at th e average con­ 
sum ption by d a iry stock, if allow ed free 
access, is four ounces a day. 
T he horse-trough and barn lofts are no 
places for th e hens. 
If hens are allowed 
to m ake nests in th e stables th ey m ay not 
o nly create filth therein, b u t also c arry lice 
in w ith them , as nearly all kinds of fowls 
are afflicted w ith lice at th is season. 
In buying fru it trees w ith w hich to p lan t 
a young orchard it is cheapest to buy th e 
b e s t; and be sure to buy young trees and 
not too large ones. 
Such trees are not so 
m uch injured by tran sp lan tin g , and grow 
and do b ette r th a n older and larger trees. 


M ilch cows in sum m er need, if th e flow 
of m ilk is to be m aintained, m ore th an the 
pasture will supply. 
In addition to w hat 
th e pasture aflbrds som ething should be 
given at th e barn. 
T h is is in accordance 
w ith w hat successful dairym en th in k aud 
do. 


If you have a fruit tree th a t is not bear­ 
ing as it should, stir th e soil well and apply 
a dressing of ro tten m anure. 
If, in a few 
days after, a dressing of wood ashes can be 
put on it will m ak e it all th e better. P ru n e 
well, especially w hen cu ttin g ou t all th e 
old, diseased wood. 


As a cheap hom e-m ade p ain t for barn 
roofs m ake a m ix tu re of red oxide of iron 
aud figh oil. 
I t is not as durable as good 
p aint, but serves well to give a b rig h t color 
to old roofs and buildings, and w ill last two 
or th ree years. 
It should n ot cost over 50 
cents a gallon. 


A grain-bin lined w ith sheet-iron, p er­ 
forated w ith sm all holes, after th e m anner 
of a k itch en safe, to secure ventilation, 
w ill defy rats. 
If rats cut a hole into a 
wooden bin or p an try , and a piece of tin 
be nailed over it, th e rats w ill req u ire a 
year to gnaw th e edge of th e opening, 


In a m ajority of cases it rarely pays to 
a tte m p t to cure a h en th a t has fallen into 
th e h a b it of eating eggs, and for th e rea­ 
son th a t she is alm ost certain to teach 
o thers th e sam e trick often alm ost before 
you are aw are of it, th e best plan is to k ill 
as soon as th e trick is discovered. I t h ard ly 
pays to ru n th e risk. 
T h e old horse is safer and b etter for th e 
use of th e younger m em bers o f th e fam ily 
th an younger ones, bu t for general farm 
w ork a horse should be young and strong. 
D uring th e sum m er, w hen th e work is very 
heavy, th e horses should be fed three 
tim es a day and given two hours’ rest at 
noon. 


B ran is one of th e best foods for cow's 
th a t are expected to calve in a m onth or 
m ore. 
B ran abounds in phosphates, and 
w ill largely contribute to th e grow th of 
bone of th e em bryo calf. 
M any cases of 
abortion in cows arise from lack of a proper 
supply of th e necessary food elem ents th a t 
support th e dam and young. 


_ N o q u ality in food-stufts is of g reater 
im portance in th e d airy th en succulence, 
in th e opinion of th e Je rsey Bulletin. T his 
value is found both in th e tendency to in ­ 
crease th e flow of m ilk and in th e'c h u rn - 
ab ility of th e fat in th e m ilk. 
It is suc­ 
culence th a t gives to grass and o th er green 
foods a special value over an d above th eir 
value of composition. 
To m ake b u tter for long keeping, a 
slig h tly acid m ilk is required. 
E xcellent 
as th e cream ery system is for g ettin g th e 
m ost b u tte r and cream from a certain 
q u an tity of m ilk, it gets it too suddenly 
for long-keeping b utter. 
K eeping cream 
one or two days after g ath erin g in a m od­ 
erately cold tem perature, and th en ch u rn ­ 
ing, is a rem edy for th is defect. 


A correspondent of th e Massachusetts 
Ploughman says: 
“ I once saw a row of cu r­ 
ra n t bushes some ten rods long, w here one 
h a lf th e row was com pletely bare of leaves, 
w hile th e o th e r h a lf was in full foliage. 
W h ere th e leaves were th e ground was 
sowed w ith coal ashes, and th ere w ere no 
worm s on th e bushes. 
W h ere th ere were 
no ashes th ere w ere no leaves on th e 
bushes. 
T he use of ashes is a ch eap way 
to secure a crop of currants.” 
D uring th e y ear 1887 40,000 c attle per 
week in th e C hicago m arket was consid­ 
ered a good, strong run; last y ear 50,000 
per week was regarded as a good average 
run; th is year, how ever, it takes 60,000 to 
m ake a good run. 
T hese figures show th a t 
th e capacity for consum ing th e beef p ro ­ 
duct is steadily increasing. 
T his increased 
consum ption is due in some respects in our 
country to th e increase in population and 
th e consum ption of a g reater am ount of 
beef on account of its low price. 
A nother 
outlet has been th e increased exp o rtatio n 
of canned and dressed m eats and live stock 
to o th er countries.— Stockman and Farmer.

MRS. MAYBRICK IN FRENCH. 


DRAMATIC STORY OF MME. LAFARGE 
AND HER CRIME. 


A P re tty F re n c h W ife E nds an U nhappy 
A llian ce by P oisoning H er 
H usband. 


Late in the reign of Louis Phillippe a 
celebrated French dramatist, being en­ 
gaged in a play in which the development 
of insanity was a conspicuous feature, ob­ 
tained permission to visit the female luna­ 
tic asylum of La Salpetriere. 
No sooner 
had he set foot in the court-yard than he 
was surrounded by a crowd of demented 
creatures, whining out their usual en­ 
treaties for ‘‘freedom and tobacco.” 
He 
noticed that one inmate, a tall, gaunt 
woman, with dark, flashing eyes, and some 
remnants of good looks in her pallid face, 
kept aloof from her sisters in misery and 
did not condescend to join in their peti­ 
tion. 
As, under the guidance of a Sister 
of Charity, he was wending his way to an­ 
other part of the establishment, the tall, 
dark, pallid woman touched him on the 
arm with a roll of paper which she held 
in one hand. 
"I am Marie Cappeiie,” she 
said, “the Widow Lafarge. See, here is 
the letter which I wrote to ray husband on 
the night when he brought me home to Le 
Glandier. 
I am innocent.” 
Then, un­ 
rolling the paper, she began to read, or 
rather to recite ; for she bent not her eyes 
on the paper, the contents of which she 
had recited, by heart, hundreds upon hun­ 
dreds of times. She was not bv any means 
Marie Cappdle. 
She had been a govern­ 
ess in a school; but she had lost her wits 
through incessant dwelling on the details 
of a great Oyer of Poisoning which ab­ 
sorbed public attention throughout France, 
and it may be said throughout Europe, 
during the better part of the year 1840, 
and site liad become the victim of a con­ 
firmed monomania—her hallucination be­ 
ing that she was Mine. Lafarge, convicted 
of the murder of her husband by arsenical 
poisoning. 
It is proposed, as briefly as it 
may be, to tell tiie story of the real and 
most unhappy convict in question. 
Marie-Furtunee Cappeiie—there seems 
almost a touch of the irony of fate in that 
agnomen of “Fortunee”—was born at Vil- 
lers Ilellon in Picardy, hi lSlfi, and was 
consequently only twenty-four years of 
age when the terrible drama in which she 
played so tragical a part was enacted. The 
father was a colonel of artillery of some 
distinction; and her mother dying early 
left little Marie a fortune of about £4,000. 
She was educated at the famous School of 
the Legion of Honor, at St. Denis, founded 
by Napoleon L, and of which the original 
directores* was Madame Campan; and for 
the discipline and intellectual curriculum 
' this historic academy Marie Cappeiie 
of 
appears to have entertained as liveiv a 
hatred as Charlotte Bronte had for York­ 
shire School at Cowan Bridge. Her father 
having married again, and the idea of a 
stepmother being altogether distasteful 
to her, Marie was taken out of the estab­ 
lishment at St. Denis by two of her aunts, 
Mesdames Garat and De Martens. They 
were ladies of some position; and under 
their auspices Marie Cappeiie seems, until 
the time of her marriage, to have mingled 
in a circle of society which may be de­ 
fined as wealthy and cultivated, but not 
devoid of a savor of Boliemianisni. The 
girl herself was not precisely beautiful, but 
both her face and figure were full of at­ 
tractive elegance. She had plenty of gov­ 
ernesses and professors, and became highly 
accomplished. 
She seems to have been of 
a strongly impulsive and romantic temper­ 
ament, and her maiden life was marked by 
more than one sentimental episode very 
closely approaching the proportions of es­ 
capades. 
She ul»> formed a mysterious 
friendship with a Mile. Nicolai, who be­ 
came the wife of the Vicomte de Leotaud, 
and who, previous to her marriage, had 
been the victim of a tendresse for a certain 
Felix Clave, who, by his own showing, was 
an Italian of noble extraction, but who 
seems to have been more of the nature of a 
Parisian cedi not. This Clave went on the 
stage; the young Vicomtessc de Leotaud 
saw him on the boards: and dreading ap­ 
parently that his ultimate intention might 
be to extort blackmail from her, she con­ 
fided to MarieCappelle a valuable parare of 
diamonds, will» instructions to turn the 
jewels into money, and therewith purchase 
the silence of Clave and secure the return 
of some compromising letters which she 
had written him. Eventually the soidisant 
Italian disappeared, but the diamonds were 
not sold. They turned up, long afterward, 
in the possession of Mine. Lafarge, and at 
her trial at Tulle she was charged not only 
with poisoning her husband, but with 
stealing the jewels of Mine, de Leotaud. 
Meanwhile, in 183!*, there arrived in 
Paris M. Poueh-Lafarge, a widower of 28, 
and bv profession an ironmaster of Le 
Cilandier in the Limousin. 
He yearned 
for a second wife, and so sought aid and 
counsel from a notorious matrimonial 
agent, of one of whose congeners there is a 
graphic picture in Lord Lytton’s novel of 
“Night and Morning.” 
The fact has not 
been precisely ascertained, but the balance 
of probability is that Lafarge was intro­ 
duced to Marie Cappeiie at one of the re­ 
ceptions of the Hymeneal Order; at all 
events, five days after his presentation to 
her the 
of marriage were published 
between them. 
Lafarge seems to have 
been an individual of indillerent morals, of 
uncouth and uncleanly manners and hab­ 
its and a consummate liar to boot. One of 
bis wife’s complaints against him was that 
bis nails were “always in half mourning.” 
He represented to his aflianced bride that 
bis business as an ironmaster brought him 
in 80,000 francs a year, and that his resi­ 
dence at la- Glandier was a stately Gothic 
castle, built on the ruins of an ancient 
abbey. The pair were married, and started 
for the Limousin; but they broke their 
journey at Orleans, and here a tempestu­ 
ous scene ensued between the bride and 
bridegroom, curiously analogous to a cer­ 
tain “situation” in the “Maitre de Forges” 
of M. Georges Ohnet. The spouse of the 
master of real life seems in the outset to 
have looked on her lord with feelings of 
simple loathing, and her abhorrence was 
aggravated almost to frenzy when, arriving 
at the house which was to be her home, 
she discovered it to be no superb Gothic 
castle, but a ramshackle and dilapidated 
tenement almost denuded of furniture, and 
there she found an acrimonious mother 
and a frigid sister-iu-law. The iron works 
were genuine enough, but Lafarge was des­ 
perately embarrassed, and for some time 
past had been staving of! bankruptcy by 
“flying kites” or floating accommodation 
bills in Paris. 
In a passion of despairing exasperation, 
on the very night of her arrival at Le 
Glandier, this new Pauline Deschappelles 
wrote to her verv commonplace Prince of 
Como that conjugal relations were impos­ 
sible between them ; that she had long 
loved another man, and that she had seen 
her old love from the window of a hotel on 
the r ad to Le (Handler. 
She entreated, 
she exhorted Lafarge to set her free, to 
take her fortune, and allow her to change 
her name and emigrate to America or to 
the East. Of couise this letter—which 
was passed under the husband’s locked 
door—caused a terrible commotion at la? 
(Handler; but a semi-reconciliation be­ 
tween the ill-assorted couple was patched 
up by the acrimonious mother and the 
frigid sister-in-law. 
Lafarge, scamp, as he 
was, seemed to have been really and pas­ 
sionately fond of his second wife. W hat 
her real sentiments towards him were 
eventually will never be known; still it is 
certain that for some months before his 
death they corresponded in terms of the 


most ardent affection, and even executed 
wills in each other’s favor. 
November, 1839, M. Lafarge went to 
Paris, in hopes of raising a loan which 
would enable him to bring out a patent for 
certain improvements in the manufacture 
of iron, (in December 18th his mother 
wrote to him to say that the family had 
sent to him some little cakes of the local 
kind known as “ehoux,” and that he was 
to eat these cakes on a given day and at a 
given hour, in loving remembrance of his 
wife and familv, who, at the same hour, 
would be partaking of similar cakes at Le 
Glandier. The cakes were made by Mine. 
Lafarge mere, who was a notable pastry 
cook, but they were packed and sent oiTby 
Marie Cappeiie. Tlxe little cakes never 
came to hand, but one large cake did, and 
it afterward transpired that the box in 
which the cakes were to be placed closed 
with hooks, whereas the case in which the 
large case came to hand was fastened down 
with nails. 
M. Lafarge only partook of a 
small portion of this cake. 
lie was imme­ 
diately seized with a violent colic. 
A 
fortnight afterward, in a piteously feeble 
condition, he returned to Le Glander, and 
on January 14, 1840, in extreme agony, he 
died. 
Before his death, however, his fam­ 
ily began to suspect foul play, and the ob­ 
ject of their suspicion was his wife. 
The first medical man called in saw 
nothing wrong. 
He was the family doc­ 
tor, and ascribed Lafarge’s sickness to 
nervous colic, from which he had been a 
chronic sufferer. The second physician 
had his doubts. 
He thought that he dis­ 
covered arsenical traces in a lait de poule, 
or white wine whey, which Madame La­ 
farge had made for her husband. 
It is 
worthy of remark that the sick man knew 
that his wife was in the habit of taking 
such a lait de ¡wide before she went to bed, 
and as a proof of affection he entreated 
her to share this night-draught with him ; 
and that on the night in question, she al­ 
leged that she had drunk the whole 
draught, but that she would make him an­ 
other, which she did and which he drank. 
The watchful mother and sister-in-law de­ 
clared that they had frequently seen young 
Mme. Lafarge dropping a pinch of white 
powder into the food and the medicines 
administered to the patient. 
Marie Cap­ 
peiie, on being charged with this, replied 
that the white powder was only pounded 
gum arabic, which was “very refreshing” 
to an invalid ; and it is certain, as all trav­ 
elers know, that gum arabic does allay 
thirst. Then M. Lafarge complained of 
the rats with which the tumblcd-dowu old 
masare of Le Glandier was infested, and 
the noise made by which robbed him of 
sleep. 
Marie Cappeiie herself complained 
that the mischievous rodents had gnawed 
away half of the skirt of her riding-habit. 
Katsbane was sent for, and, to make it 
stronger, Marie purchased from a chemist 
a quantity of arsenic. 
But when the mart 
an rate came to be analyzed it did not ex­ 
hibit a single trace of arsenic, and when 
Mine. Cappeiie was questioned on this 
matter she explained that, having mixed 
a certain quantity of arsenic, she had 
given the rest to her servant, who, in her 
turn, asserted that, being afraid of the 
stuff, she had buried the parcel containing 
it in the garden. 
'I here, sure enough, the 
packet was found, but it contained only 
carbonate of soda. 
These equivocal circumstances continu­ 
ing to accumulate, the family demanded 
the exhumation and autopsy of M. La­ 
farge. The analysis of the remains was 
undertaken in the first instance by the 
faculty of Tulle, who seemed to have made 
a scandalous mess of the whole matter. 
They professed to have found an arsenical 
precipitate; 
but the illustrious chemist 
Orfila, applied to as referee, pointed out 
that the precipitate obtained had not been 
reduced to metallic arsenic, and indig­ 
nantly added that, in their blundering ex­ 
periments, the faculty of Tulle had “ gas- 
pilles,” or squandered, the most valuable 
of the internal arrangements of the defunct 
Lafarge. 
Young Mme. Lafarge had been in the 
meantime arrested; and an idea may he 
formed of the snail-like pace at which 
French criminal procedure moves when it 
is stated that eight entire months were de­ 
voted to the “ prevention” or “ instruc­ 
tion,” during which period the prisoner 
was kept in solitary confinement, and sub­ 
jected to innumerable interrogations from 
the examining Judge. 
It was not until 
September 2, 1840, that the miserable 
woman was placed on her trial before the 
Court of Assizes at Tulle, and by this time 
public opinion in France had become di­ 
vided into two great camps, the Lafargists 
and the anti-Lafargiststs, the former very 
large predominating. She was defended 
by two of tiie most eminent members of 
the French bar, Maitre Paiilet and Maitre 
Lachaud, to whom was adjoined a young 
and gifted advocate, M. Theodore Bac. 
The first and clumsy analysis of the re­ 
mains having been, declared abortive and 
null, a second took place, even while the 
Advocate-General was reading the act of 
accusation. This time the experiments 
were made in accordance witli the direc­ 
tions laid down by Orfila, and with the use 
of Marsh’s apparatus, the result being that 
the experts declared their inability to dis­ 
cover a single trace of arsenic in the body 
of M. Lafarge. One should uot forget the 
post-mortem “ gaspillage,” or squandering, 
which had so aroused the ire of < >rfila. 
A 
third analysis took place on September 3d 
—this time under the auspices of M. Du- 
puvtren—and the conclusion arrived at was 
a wholly negative one. 
To Mme. Lafarge, for a few hours, the 
bitterness of impending death was passed. 
She alternately wept and swooned for joy. 
Maitre Paiilet and Maitre Lachaud em­ 
braced her. 
Maitre Bac—who by this 
time had fallen in ¡ove with her—-knelt 
and reverently kissed her hand. 
The 
gendarmes who guarded her threw aloft 
their cocked hats in exu tation. 
The 
crowd outside the prison roared with de­ 
light: 
“No arsenic! No arsenic in Papa 
Lafarge!” 
But the Advocate-General was 
implacable, and the 
President of the 
tribunal dead against the prisoner. 
Yet 
another analysis was decreed, and the illus­ 
trious Orfila himself was seut from Paris. 
On the 13th the great chemist appeared 
in Court, and in a voice described as 
“sepulchral,” said: 
“I will demonstrate 
that arsenic exists in the body of Lafarge.” 
He exhibited three plates which had been 
exposed to the vapor generated by Marsh’s 
apparatus. 
On two of the plates there 
was no sign or token of the poison sought 
for; but the third was speckled with grains 
of arsenic in what Orfila admitted to lie 
“an imponderable quantity,” that if to say, 
not susceptible of being weighed. 
Blit 
these imponderable particles proved heavy 
enough to turn the scale of justice against 
Mme. Lafarge. The jury found her guilty, 
hut with “extenuating circumstances,” and 
she was sentenced to penal servitude for 
life, with preliminary exposure in the pil* 
lory, in the market place of Tulle. During 
the trial her sable tresses had turned 
white, ahd she was so enfeebled that it was 
in an armchair that her jniiers brought her 
into Court to receive sentence. 
Her doom 
had scarcely l>een pronounced, when an­ 
other famous chemist, liaspail, who had 
been sent for from Paris on behalf of the 
accused, arrived in Court. He examined 
the plates submitted by Orfila; he pro­ 
nounced that the quantity of arsenic found 
did not exceed the hundredth part of a 
milligramme, and he pledged his profes­ 
sional reputation to be able to extract that 
or a double quantity from the legs of the 
Presidential chair, or from those of the 
President himself. 
But it wa# too late. 
Marie Cappeiie had been found guilty. 
She ap[>ealed to the Court of Cassation ; 
but her appeal was dismissed, and the sen­ 
tence took its course; the degrading inflic­ 
tion of the “exposition publique” being, 
however, remitted by the royal mercy. 
L noflicially the case had been reviewed 
and argued by half the lawyers in Europe, 
and two distinguished German juris-con- 
sults of the Royal Court of Berlin made 
no secret of their opinion that Marie 
Cappeiie was wholly innocent, and that 
the real criminal was one Denis Baibier, 


half a servan*, and half a clerk to M. 
Lafarge, who had been his accomplice in 
many shady financial transactions, includ­ 
ing the negotiation of sundry forged bills, 
which it transpired had been paid out of 
her own money, by Mme. Lafarge, in 
order to save her husband’s honor. 
Bar- 
bier, the German lawyers thought, might 
have poisoned his master, first that lie 
might rob him, and next that he might 
be revenged on Mme. l.afrrge, whom he 
hated. 
The unhappy woman was com­ 
passionately treated in prison. She was 
not put to hard labor, and was allowed 
to write and to publish her “ Memoirs,” 
a work of considerable literary ability, 
but which was naturally a lengthened 
vindication of her conduct, and a reiter­ 
ated declaration of her innocence. After 
twelve years of captivity she was par­ 
doned by tiie Emperor Napoleon ill., 
and died shortly afterwards, of sheer ex­ 
haustion, at the baths of Ussat. She had 
only reached her thirty-seventh year. As 
regards the diamonds of Mme. de Leo­ 
taud, who denied anything beyond the 
most Platonic relations with her pseudo- 
Italian admirer, the secret of that trans­ 
action remains to this day as inscrutable 
a mystery as that of the doing to death 
of M. Lafarge. 
Felix Clave died raving 
mad in an asylum at Pau a year after 
the passing away of Marie Cappeiie, veuve 
Lafarge.

A correspondent of the Globc-Democrat 
gives the following interesting sketch of 
the results of irrigation in Montana: 
“W ait till you get to Missoula,” people 
have been saying. 
“W ait till you get to 
Missoula, ai.d then you will see what can 
be done by irrigation in Montana.” 
This 
is what was said at Biilings, at Livingston, 
at Helena, and at half a dozen places. 
There is a canal forty-nine miles long iu 
the Yellow,tone Valley, terminating at 
Billings. 
It was built by a company, at 
the head of which is the Northern Pacific 
capitalist who gave his name to the town. 
It represents an investment of perhaps 
$125,000. 
The company acquired the , 
Government land reclaimed by the ditch j 
under the desert land law, and then bought ¡ 
the Northern Pacific’s alternate sections. 
It thus came into possession of a large i 
body of land, twenty or twenty-five miles ; 
long by three or four wide. This land it ' 
has ofleied for sale, with water for irriga- | 
tion guaranteed, at a specified annual 1 
rental. 
But there is a hitch about the 
speculation. 
Not one-fifth of the land is 
under cultivation, and the most of the 
water is running to waste. 
Some of the Billings people think the 
fault is iu the prices the company charges. 
The land, arid as so much sand’ or gravel 
without water, has been held at $20 an j 
acre. 
Perhaps it could be bought for a I 
little less. Then, for the water, the com- I 
pany asks $2 an acre annually. Those ¡ 
who have invested at these prices have ! 
not had uniform success in crop raising. 
As you ride along the Yellowstone valley ; 
you will see one farmer putting up hav, I 
which will go two and one-half tons to tiie j 
acre. Oats, which will yield sixty to 
eighty bushels, are just turning brown. ¡ 
The wheat, best of all grown crops under 
irrigation, is ripening with full plump 
heads. These things you will see on one 
farm. 
Alongside, in other fields, the grass 
crop is irregular, and scarcely more than 
ankle high. 
The grain is spindling, as if 
drought stricken. 
Yet both ranches have 
ditches and the fields have been irrigated. 
Town people, who usually know more 
about the farmer’s business than he does 
himself, say that improper irrigation is 
almost as bad as no irrigat’on. They sav 
that farming is one tiling and irrigation 
farming is another. They claim that a 
man may be a successful and experienced 
farmer “back in the States,” but that when 
he comes here and irrigates he must put 
aside his preconceived ideas and learn how 
to do it from the beginning. There is 
force in this. 


TOTAL FAILURE OF CROPS. 
Western Dakota, Montana and Eastern 
Washington must be irrigated. 
Their 
agricultural redemption depends upon it. 
A trip through these new States, just at 
this time particularly, impresses that fact. 
The old settlers say they have never 
known such a dry season. 
That does not 
relieve the fact that the new settlers, 
tempted by exceptionally favorable seasons, 
have come in, staked all on this year’s 
crops and have no returns. 
There are 
thousands of farmers who have absolutely 
nothing to show for this season’s invest­ 
ment and labor. 
They must get work 
somewhere oil' their farms or their fam­ 
ilies will sutler this winter. 
It will be a 
great wonder if North Dokota is able to 
prevent loud appeals for aid from some of 
her unfortunate communities west of the 
Red River Valley. 
Land which produced 
eighteen to twenty bushels to the acre of 
No. 1 hard wheat last year is uot return­ 
ing the seed this year. There are streaks 
and spots west of the one hundredth me­ 
ridian in the Dakotas which are all right. 
They were visited by timely showers. 
There are other streaks and spots which 
are all wrong. 
The ride through Montana is to-day a 
ride through a country where there is 
nothing green except along the streams 
and irrigating ditches. The grass on the 
range is as dry and brown as in midwinter. 
Dust is ankle deep. 
There has been no 
rain for so long the people have forgotten 
when the last fell. 
In Eastern Montana 
the ranges are not quite so short as farther 
west, but the stockmen are arranging to 
reduce their herds by marketing all that 
can be made ready. For two weeks a 
cloud of smoke has covered this whole 
western country. 
It comes from the fires 
on the prairies and in the forest, made 
tinder-like by the drought. Once started 
they burn on and on. The sun throws no 
shadow in this pervading haze, while the 
moon is a dull red object with scarcely 
more illuminating power than a big ball 
of brick dust. The scenery is all changed. 
People look in vain for landmarks. A 
mountain range close at hand presents 
only a dim outline. 
A little further away 
it is wholly invisible. As you ride through 
the mountains of Montana you can see tiie 
pine trees still smoldering where they lie 
and giving out great volumes of smoke. 
There is a condition in Montana and 
Eastern Washington which relieves from 
its most distressing phase the situation of 
those who have tried to farm this year 
without irrigation. This condition is’ the 
demand for labor in the two States named. 
Mining, lumbering and railroad building 
are going on in spite of this unprecedented 
drought. 


FIRST EFFORTS AT IRRIGATION. 
As long ago as I860, which was very 
early in Montana history, Christopher P. 
Higgins came through here from the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
He was freighting. 
He noted 
the level benches at the junction of the 
Bitterroot 
and 
Missoula 
rivers. 
The 
mountain brooks tumbling down the can­ 
yons and finding their way to the larger 
streams did uot escape his observant eyes. 
Mr. Iliggius said to himself that when lie 
settled down in life here he would make 
his home. 
Four years afterwards he came 
and staked out a farm. There were no 
surveys, and he ran the lines to suit him­ 
self. 
He went up the nearest canyon and 
led off so much of the water as he desired 
into a ditch along the side of the hill 
down to the bench on which he had lo­ 
cated. He irrigated his land, raised every­ 
thing that he wanted, and was contented. 
.Settlers attracted by the same conditions 
that liad pleased Mr. Higgins flocked in, 
until at an early period this became one of 
the most popuious sections of the Territory 
outside of the mining camps. 
The Bitter­ 
root valley opens upon the Missoula here. 
It is a famous stretch of agricultural land 
along the Bitterroot river, from five to ten 
miles wide, with occasional narrows, and 
extending northward into the mountains 
ninety miles. So far as individual irriga­ 
tion can go, the valley is occupied. 
By 
that it is meant that the water and the 
land which can be utilized through suck 
ditching as a farmer can do alone have 
been taken. 
But there is a field of great 
possibilities for combined effort. 
About all 
that is witliiu reach of an individual is the 
tapping of a mountain brook and the 
building of a ditch of a mile or so to con­ 
duct the water to his fields. 
An associa­ 
tion or company can dam one of these 
rivers, lead off the water in considerable 
volume and, by lengthening the distance, 
can bring under irrigation higher levels, 
which are as yet unoccupied. 
This kind of work has just begun in the 
Bitterroot valley. Farmers are organizing 
companies, and by combined effort ate 
building canals on a larger scale and of 
greater length than have heretofore been 
attempted. 
The mountain brooks have 
long been utilized, but there is an abund­ 
ance of water in the rivers to distribute, 
i To obtain this larger and more valuable 


supply the Bitterroot valley farmers are 
now combining capital and strength, and 
building ditches from five to fifteen miles 
long. 
THE PICTURE CHANGES. 
When the traveler steps off the train at 
Missoula he sees flowing through the little 
city a beautiful clear stream of water. 
That this stream is broad and shallow, and 
ripples along upon the surface with banked 
up sides, adds to the charm. At almost 
any point the removal of a spade of dirt 
from the banks will let out a portion of 
the stream into a side ditch. 
Woouen 
troughs pierce these banks, and a slide 
controls the supply. 
A furrow turned in 
the turf is sufficient to lead the water to a 
place hundreds of yards away. 
The site 
of Missoula is not exactly a dead level, 
but the grades are so slight that the water 
can be conducted iu all directions. 
The 
broad supply ditch is under perfect con­ 
trol. 
Where it is a little too low a board 
thrown across, edgewise, dams the water a 
few inches, and turns the desired quantity 
into the side ditch. 
Large yards, lawns and gardens are the 
rule in Missoula. The well-to-do citizen 
has a lot back of his barn in to which lie 
turns his horse and cow. 
His private ditch 
runs through the lot, and at the same time 
both waters Ins live stock and keeps the j 
grass growing. 
It leads into the garden, 
where the blackberries are ripening and Í 
the currants hang in great clusters; where i 
the apple trees are bending under the bur­ 
den ot fruit, grapes are swelling on the I 
vines, and the last of the plums are 
purpling. 
You follow the ditch and it< 
branches through a vegetable garden that 
contains all that is possible in the temper­ 
ate zone, not brown and withered as is 
usual in mid-August where the natural 
rainfall is depended upon, but deep green, 
crisp and luxuriant. 
Beyond the garden j 
is the law,: cut up iuto square rods bv 
ditches so small that the grass hides them, 
but through which the water flows and 
reaches every ttee and shrub and root. 
Rotes are in bloom. 
Flower-beds are 
masses of bright color. 
And finally, on 
the street in front the shade trees have a 
tiny stream trickling along beneath them 
WITH AND WITHOUT WATER. 
No rain has fallen at Missoula for 
weeks. The dust in the hard, gravelly 
roadway is three inches deep. The com­ 
mons are as brown and barren as a desert, 
with narrow fringes of bright green to 
show where the ditches run. 
Yet in the 
yards and gardens everything in the fruit 
and vegetable, form to be found in the 
temperate zone is growing and ripening ; 
the foliage is that of June, and the flowers 
are only limited in extent and variety by 
the taste of the lady of the house. Th is is 
what irrjgation does. 
When you sit down 
to the table at the hotel and see before 
you lettuce, radishes, young onions, toma­ 
toes and other vegetables, and all the 
fruits, not two hours from the garden, you 
realize by taste what has already been 
discovered by the eve—the blessings of 
irrigation. 
This artificial water supply 
makes a perpetual spring of six months in 
the year. 
It preserves June in these 
mountain valleys until September. 
Walk down the main street of Missoula 
and you will marvel still more at the won­ 
ders of irrigation. 
Workmen are exca­ 
vating a cellar for a new building. They 
have removed six or eight inches of loose, 
brown soil, which looks as though it might 
have washed down ¡rom the mountain side 
in the course of ages. Then conies gravel, 
coarser and coarser, until from round 
pebbles as large as the hand the limit is 
reached in bowlders as large as a man 
cares to roll. Out of this cellar excavation 
is taken enough rock almost to make the 
foundation walls. This is the kind of soil 
upon which irrigation accomplishes so 
much. How is it possible to keep the 
water in the ditches ? W hy don’t it soak 
through the thin soil of the surface and 
waste itself in the underlying gravel and 
bowlders? These are questions hard to 
answer. After one has seen the thinness 
of the soil, and the underlying strata, it 
seems as if water would disappear as if the 
whole valley was a great sponge. 
But it 
doesn’t. 
It ripples aloiig the ditches for 
miles, and when led out and allowed to 
spread over the surface of the ground it 
soaks through slowly, and does its work so 
well that after one thorough wetting 
nothing more is needed for days, and per­ 
haps weeks. Captain Higgins says the 
soil at Missoula and in the adjacent vallevs 
is the very best for irrigation. 
He thinks 
it all the better for the underlying gravel. 
AMOUNT OF WATER NEEDED. 
“A seasou like this,” said Pioneer Hig­ 
gins, as lie sat on a pile of lumber and 
watched the workmen on liis new bank 
building, “it requires about four irriga- 
ions. 
It is tiie dryest we have had since 
’09. Ordinarily one good soaking is enough 
for a crop, and two will certainly do unless 
you are raising grass. 
We get 300 bushels 
of potatoes to the acre, forty bushels of 
wheat and sixty bushels of oats. Onions, 
cabbages and all other vegetables grow in 
proportionate profusion. 
We send our 
products to Helena, Butte and the mining 
camps. 
Prices range about as in the States, 
with perhaps a little the advantage with 
us. 
We sell our wheat for from 00 to 75 
cents a bushel, our oats for 2 cents a pound. 
Our vegetables are sold by weight almost 
entirely—cabbages and onions 2 to 21 cents 
a pound; tomatoes, 3 to 6 cents a pound. 
For cherries we get from 10 to 25 cents a 
box. 
Berries— strawberries, raspberries 
and blackberries—of which we send out 
thousands of boxes—brings us 60 cents a 
gallon. Chinamen are doing most of the 
market gardening about Missoula, and are 
making a good deal of money.” 
“A farmer,” continued Captain Higgins, 
“who comes here from any other part of 
the country, has got to give tip his old 
ideas and learn the business over again. 
The sooner he does this the greater his 
success will be. He must learn that he 
can’t take care of so much land as where 
he depended on natural rainfall. When he 
irrigates he has to put on a pair of rubber 
boots, take a shovel and go right into the 
field and wade around all day. Turning 
the water loose will not do the work. The 
farmer must go in and see that it is dis­ 
tributed as evenly as possible. 
He must 
dam a furrow here and open up a passage 
there. 
If he is experienced he may irri­ 
gate four acres in a day. Some men get 
over five acres a day, but three acres is as 
much as the most accomplish. 
This work 
must be done from one to three times a 
year. 
Ffty or sixty acres is enough for 
any man with irrigation. 
Land with 
water is worth now from $10 to $25 an 
acre. 
I believe that it will go to $40 and 
$50 in a few years. 
Irrigation is abso­ 
lutely necessary in Montana. 
W ithout it 
we can't raise so much as a sunflower.” 


DISPUTES OVER W ATER RIGHTS. 
When Captain Higgins came here he 
staked out his land and squatted. There 
had been no survey; and there were no 
lines to go by. 
He tapped Rattlesnake 
creek up the canyon and ran his wriggling 
ditch to suit the lay of the land and his 
purposes. The time came when there were 
people enough in the country surrounding 
for a town. Still there had been no sur­ 
vey. Captain Higgins measured off eighty 
acres, transferred it to the Probate Judge 
for a town site and moved back the line of 
his farm. 
All this was b7 common con­ 
sent, but it has stood as good as if founded 
on the Constitution of the United States. 
The principal is the same—the consent of 
the governed. 
Missoula has grown into a 
a thrifty place of 1,S00 or 2,000 people, 
with possibilities as the country develops. 
Captain Higgins still holds the ditch. He 
came first and appropriated the water. His 
rights have remained inviolable, not under 
law, but iu the same way that the town 
site was recognized—by common consent. 
Captain Higgins’ ditch runs a volume of 
1,000 cubic inches of water. 
It is admit­ 
ted that he is entitled to that much water 
from Rattlesnake creek. 
W hat the creek 
furnishes above that amount others may 
use in the order of their priority of appro­ 
priation. 


- —* * **•' "* * 
Lit, t-uir. 
It presents the phases of the problem 
which Montana is about to grasp. 
How 
long can Captain Higgins hold that ditch 
and that water supply ? Can the city of 
Missoula interfere in anv wav with his 
property? Captain Higgins has what is 
called a possessory title. 
He has filed 
with the county officials a record stating 
that he made this ditch, appropriated 
a certain amount of water and claims 
it. Thus lar the custom of the couutrv 
sustains him in his possession. 
People 
take the water from the ditch under con­ 
tract and pay him stipulated sums. There 
is no contest. Captain Higgins charges 
enough to keep the ditch in repair and 
does not try to make money out of it. 
But there is nothing to prevent him froni 
charging what he pleases’ 
It is very evident that as the irrigation 
system develops there will arise contests. 
If irrigation will make of a worthless 
desert agricultural land, worth from $20 to 
$40 an acre, it will not be long until capi­ 
tal will be monopolizing the water in the 
larger streams. 
Dams and ditches will 
divert rivers from their courses. Conflicts 
will arise. 
Lives have already been last 
in Montana in disputes over water rights. 
An elaborate and carefully-constructed irri­ 
gation code will be one of the first thiugs 
demanded ot the new State Government.

Y es, ih tt is certainly the a iti, or should 
be oi society. 
For the honest, poor man 
there m ust be honest, poor lod gin gs; for 
th e irreclaim able crim inal, * he leech upon 
society, the drone and the w illfully idle, 
there must be no rest granted. 
Rut society cannot afford to blot out the 
cheap 
lodging-house 
w ithout 
offering 
an alternative. 
It should wage war on 
co evil and expect permanent good re­ 
su lts, unless it oilers side by side w ith con­ 
dem nation the means of reformation. 
If 
it prohibits the dive, the low dance-hall, 
the v ile resort, the vicious rendezvous for 
the homeless— it should in their stead open 
reading-rooms, coffee-houses, pleasure halls, 
lecture-rooms, cheap places of harmless 
amusement- indeed, clean and cheap resorts 
free from the brand of crime, where the 
poor, the friendless and the homeless may 
come, even in their rags. 
So, too, if the 
lodging-houses, that Inspector Byrnes in­ 
sists breed crime more rapidly than even 
the low doggeries, are to be regulated out 
of 
existence— as they 
should be, since 
under decent regulation they w ill cease to 
exist— society must provide for the honest 
poor the honest cheap lodging. 


NURSERIES OF 


In the North 


CRIME. 


American Review C hief Po­ 
lice Inspector Byrnes of N ew York has a 
paper that directs attention to a nursery of 
crim e that very few have seriously consid­ 
ered. 
According 
to this practical and 
long-experienced 
officer, 
the 
lodging- 
houses of New York City are evils of great 
and growing proportions. 
T he Inspector 
need not have confined his charge to New 
Y ork and large cities, for, as others can 
testify, lodging-houses, even in towns and 
sm all cities, are “nurseries o f crime.” 
B u t until we read Inspector Byrnes’ ad­ 
m irable contribution 
this fact had 
not 
deeply impressed itself upon our mind. U n­ 
questionably, however, it is true that the 
lodging-house, as a rule, 
is an enem y to 
society, there being, of course, honorable 
exceptions. 
T he Inspector holds that it is suscepti­ 
ble o f proof, easily, that the city lodging- 
houses have a powerful tendency to pro­ 
dupe, foster aud increase crime, because 
they are generally the resort o f thieves, 
loafers and people of the lowest type. 
T he lodging-house of New York City, as 
now known, and which has been repeated 
in every city in the Union, Mr. Byrnes 
assures us is really but about tw elve years 
old, having been founded by a man named 
H owe, who retired in five years from the 


lucrative business 
with a fortune. 
This 
sounds like a m istake, and is so, far as Cali­ 
fornia cities are concerned, for we recall 
lodging-house3 of twenty-five years ago, in 
San Francisco, for instance, that were dens 
of infamy then as they are to day. 
In N ew York City, says Mr. Byrnes, 
there are no less than 347 lodging-houses, 
267 being of the order under considera­ 
tion ; they have 10,439 rooms, and in 1388 
accommodated 
4,649,660 
lodgers. 
Y et 
they are under neither State nor m unici­ 
pal 
regulation, and are, save for the in ­ 
cursions o f the police occasionally, free 
territory. 
T he sanitary laws are supposed 
to reach them, but do so less successfully 
than any other class of houses. 
T he young 
man who lands in a city with 
lim ited 
means and little experience in life gravi­ 
tates toward 
the cheap lodgiug-house. 
There he is thrown into contact with the 
lowest order of crim inals, and in a vast 
m ajority o f cases becomes their victim or 
tlitir ally. 
T he Inspector declares it to be 
his conviction that the great increase in 
crim e in New York City in the last two or 
three years is chargeable in a large sense 
to the cheap lodging-house, where the 
plots that culm inate in crim inality are 
planned, and in which resorts the perpe­ 
trators take refuge. 
The bulk of the beginners in petty crime 
the Inspector traces to the lodging-house. 
T his class is composed of young fellows, in 
greatest part, aud 
their initiation into 
lawlessness took place 
in the lodging- 
house under the direction o f older heads. 
T he 
Inspector gives a list of the worst 
lodging-houses in his city and the prices 
charged. 
Some of these supply lieds as 
low as live cents a night. 
T he young fe l­ 
low who takes to that class is certain to 
have for associates only the abandoned and 
vicious, and but a week or two is needed 
by them to work his undoing. 
A 
very 
large number o f foreigners who land in 
N ew \o r k with but a few dollars float to 
the “cheap lodgings," and a surprisingly 
large number are converted in consequence 
into criminals, beggars, loafers and agents 
for the doing of evil deeds concocted by 
others. 


The lodging-house plays au important 
part in politics, as it is an efficient agent 
for the colonization o f voters. 
Men reg­ 
ister from these low places regardless o f 
dates, and have not the slightest hesitation 
about swearing in their votes. 


In the lodging-house of the kind under 
consideration no questions are asked, no 
recommendations or references demanded, 
and the proprietors, as a rule, find it profit, 
able to be dumb and ignorant concerning 
the habits, the com ing in and going out of 
their customers. 
Inspector Byrnes 
de­ 
clares with great emphasis that 
a rem­ 
edy, 
a 
drastic, 
searching 
remedy, 
is needed for the city lodging-house; not a 
mere palliative, but a remedy that lays the 
knife about the cancer to the bone, for the 
evil is on the increase, and, without regu­ 
lating laws, the police are powerless to 
contest with it. 
W hat the Inspector says 
is true of New Vork is true unquestion­ 
ably of other large cities, and as we have 
said, is true also in degree of smaller 
places. 
In this city, for instance, there 
are lodging-houses that are “nurseries of 
crime” also, and the homes of the dregs of 
the place, the resort of the vilest of crea- 


THE STATE FAIR. 


T he State F air that is to open on Mon­ 
day evening in this city gives full promise 
of being a representative and h igh ly valu­ 
able exposition. 
There k reason to believe 
that there w ill be a large attendance, and 
that the stock exhibit w ill awaken unusual 
interest. 
T he people of the State should 
visit these annual fairs, not only to note 


what progress is made in cultivation, dis­ 
covery and m echanical devices in agricult­ 
ure, but in order to consult w ith each 
other, exchange views and benefit by per­ 
sonal communication. 
T he fair season is 
holiday season also, and a week or two 
taken for rest and change at that tim e is 
physically and m entally beneficial. 
W e 
need to get out of the groove of work occa­ 
sionally; to leave the shop, the farm and 
the dock behind us, and m ingling w ith our 
own people at such expositions, enjoy a 
season of change from the every day wear­ 
ing routine. 
There w ill be plenty 
of 
amusement and entertainm ent of a rational 
kind at the com ing fair. 
There will be 
speed contests of the first order, and in 
great variety; stock parades worth a trip 
across the continent to witness, for they 
w ill surpass any thing of the kind yet at­ 
tempted ; special tournaments for graceful 
riders ; features of amusement at the P a­ 
vilion of a w holly new and a most enter­ 
taining order, and upon a scale so grand 
that all 
the people can participate in 
th e m ; exceptionally fine music is to be 
provided ; 
there are to be dram atic enter­ 
tainm ents of a good order, the assembling 
of two or three im portant bodies related t° 
State developm ent and production, and 
private entertainm ents and reunions in 
great num ber; the county exhibits at the 
Pavilion w ill be large, and representative 
of the agricultural capacity of the State, 
and the promise is that the art depart­ 
m ent w ill be especially entertaining and 
attractive— in short, there w ill be enough 
of lively ¡interest in the two weeks of the 
State Fair to well repay any one for com­ 
ing a long distance to visit it. 


THE FATED SEAL. 


Tho story of the unhappy fate w hich has 
overtaken the fur seal in all parts of the world 
but one has been m any tim es told. T heir rook­ 
eries were num erous and densely populated 
once in m any localities. Our own New E n­ 
gland fisherm en discovered m any of them , and 
did th eir lull share in the work of devastation. 
The Kerguelen laud in 
the 
Indian Ocean 
yielded 1,000.000 skins in tw enty vear.-; 3.000 ClOO 
were taken from the South She. land Islands off 
Cupe Horn in two years; 1,200,000 irom the 
Georgian Islands in seventh n year.-; 50,<00 a 
a year front M assatuero, and m any thousands 
from the F aulkland Islands, from Lower Cali­ 
fornia, and the Japan Sea. But ever,- one of 
these spots has been exhausted, ravished of its 
rich treasure by indiscrim inate slaughter. The 
A rgentine Republic still possesses and vigilantly 
guards one sm all rookery; but aside from this 
the fur seals have no retreat oil earth but Beh­ 
ring Sea. 'lh a t they flourish there, and in re­ 
cent years have increased in num bers, is for 
our profit and the good of the world, and it is 
only due to the wise precautions w hich our 
Governm ent has takeu against a recurrence of 
the unfortunate 
experiences elsew here ob­ 
served. But they do not exist in Behring Sea 
in such num bers th a t any of the safeguards now 
set about the seal can be w ithdraw n. 
W hich facts are reasons sufficient for the 
adoption of a poliev that w ill prevent the 
realization of the fable of the golden egg. In 
the effort the United States Governm ent is 
making to preserve the seal fisheries from 
destruction, the whole civilized world is 
interested. 
It is for the best interests of 
all 
the nations that the claim of the 
Am ericans that the Behring Sea shall be 
recognized as a closed sea should be ac­ 
knowledged. 
A ll this talk about protect­ 
ing the seals from exterm ination by inter­ 
national agreement and joint guards is 
idle. 
I f one other nation is adm itted to 
the privilege of sealing 
in the waters re­ 
ferred to, then all must be adm itted. 
If 
England and 
the 
U nited States should 
come 
to an agreement that they should 
have mutual rights in the waters of B eh­ 
ring Sea, but no others shall take seals 
there, then the sea w ill be declared a closed 
sea to all others, and the principle now 
contended for by the U nited States w ill 
be reasserted. 
Obviously if it is not a 
closed sea to Great Britain, then it is open 
water to France, Spain, China, Japan, 
Russia, Germany, the Argentine Repub­ 
lic, the Hawaiian G overnm ent, the K ing 
of the Cannibal Islands; the w hole pack 
from the Congo Free State to the patient 
fishers of the German North Sea.

cept the relief afforded in cases of rheum a­ 
tism. 
Dr. Hammond concludes that the 
whole matter being as yet in the expcri- 
ental stage, it is irrational to condemn it 
as folly, and at the same tim e it is rash to 
indorse it as a positive discovery of an 
arrester of old age. 
H e does not believe 
that any elix ir w ill be discovered that w ill 
m ake old men voung, but does hold that it 
is possible that som e agency w ill 
be 
evolved by research that w ill greatly re­ 
duce the infirm ities of the aged, and that 
w ill render their existence more pleasant, 
and that w ill somewhat prolong it.

T hat neither the law nor the theory 
of the Republic recognize It to be an 
offense for the orators of any political 
party to speak to the people of any and all 
sections of our countrv? 


T h e rush homeward from Europe has 
set in and Am ericans are now com ing back 
by the thousands. 
W e may expect the 
com ing winter a considerable drift of travel 
towards California, but the enormous num­ 
ber of Eastern people who went to the 
Paris E xposition from the U nites State*, 
and who went out to other parts across the 
water, w ill have a tendency to lessen the 
excursion business to this coast somewhat.

NTJESEEIES OF CBIHE. 


In the North American Review Chief Po­ 
lice Inspector Byrnes of New York lias a 
paper that directs attention to a nursery of 
crim e th at very few have seriously consid­ 
ered. 
According to this practical and 
long-experienced 
officer, 
the 
lodging- 
houses of New Y ork City are evils of great 
and growing proportions. 
T he Inspector 
need not have confined his charge to New 
Y ork and large cities, for, as others can 
testify, lodging-houses, even in towns and 
sm all cities, are “nurseries of crime.” 
B ut until we read Inspector Byrnes’ ad­ 
m irable contribution this fact had not 
deeply impressed itself upon our mind. U n­ 
questionably, however, it is true th at the 
lodging-house, as a rule, is an enemy to 
society, there being, of course, honorable 
exceptions. 
T he Inspector holds that it is suscepti­ 
ble of proof, easily, th at the city lodging- 
houses have a powerful tendency to pro­ 
duce, foster and increase crime, because 
they are generally the resort of thieves, 
loafers and people of the lowest type. 
T he lodging-house of New Y ork City, as 
now known, and which has been repeated 
in every city in the Union, Mr. Byrnes 
assures us is really but about twelve years 
old, having been founded by a man named 
Howe, who retired in five years from the 
lucrative business with a fortune. 
This 
sounds like a mistake, and is so, far as Cali­ 
fornia cities are concerned, for we recall 
lodg ing-houses of twenty-five years ago, in 
San Francisco, for instance, th at were dens 
of infamy then as they are to day. 
In New Y ork City, says Mr. Byrnes, 
there are no less than 3-17 lodging-houses, 
207 being of the order under considera­ 
tion ; they have 10,439 rooms, and in 1888 
accommodated 
4,649,660 
lodgers. 
Yet 
they are under neither State nor m unici­ 
pal regulation, and are, save for the in­ 
cursions of the police occasionally, free 
territory. 
The sanitary laws are supposed 
to reach them , hut do so less successfully 
than any other class of houses. 
The young 
m an who lands in a city with limited 
means and little experience in life gravi­ 
tates toward 
the cheap lodging-house. 
T here he is thrown into contact w ith the 
lowest order of criminals, and in a vast 
m ajority of eases becomes their victim or 
th iir ally. 
The Inspector declares it to be 
his conviction that the great increase in 
crime in New York City in the last two or 
three years is chargeable in a large sense 
to th e cheap lodging-home, where the 
plots that culm inate in crim inality are 
planned, and in which resorts the perpe­ 
trators take refuge. 
The bulk of the lie ginners in petty crime 
the Inspector traces to the lodging-house. 
This class is composed of young fellows, in 
greatest part, and their initiation into 
lawlessness took place 
in the lodging- 
house under the direction of older heads. 
The 
Inspector gives a list of the worst 
lodging-houses in his city and the prices 
charged. 
iSoiue of these supply l>eds as 
low as five cents a night. 
The young fel­ 
low who takes to that class is certain to 
have for associates only the abandoned and 
vicious, and but .a week or two is needed 
by them to work his undoing. 
A very 
large number of foreigners who land in 
New York with but a few dollars float to 
the “cheap lodgings,” and a surprisingly 
large number are converted in consequence 
into criminals, beggars, loafers and agents 
for the doing of evil deeds concocted by 
others. 


The lodging-house plays au im portant 
part in politics, as it is an efficient agent 
for the colonization of voters. 
Men reg­ 
ister from these low places regardless of 
dates, and have not the slightest hesitation 
about swearing in tbeir votes. 
In the lodging-house of the kind under 
consideration no questions are asked, no 
recommendations or references demanded, 
and the proprietors, as a rule, find it profit, 
able to lie dumb and ignorant concerning 
the habits, the coming in and going out of 
their customers. 
Inspector Byrnes 
de­ 
clares with great emphasis that a rem ­ 
edy, 
a 
drastic, 
searching 
remedy, 
is needed for the city lodging-house; not a 
m ere palliative, but a remedy that lays the 
knife about the cancer to the bone, for the 
evil is on the increase, and, w ithout regu­ 
lating laws, the police are powerless to 
contest with it. 
W hat the Inspector says 
is true of New York is true unquestion­ 
ably of other large cities, and as we have 
said, is true also in degree of sm aller 
places. 
In this city, for instance, there 
are lodging-houses that are “nurseries of 
crime” also, and the homes of the dregs of 
the place, the resort of the vilest of crea- 


ematics there is nothing impossible iu 
nature, and th at we should therefore re­ 
serve our opinions as to unfam iliar sub­ 
jects. 
H e contends with warm th that 
there is nothing unw orthy in medical sci­ 
ence searching for remedies th a t will 
check th e deteriorating influences cf old 
age and the rendering of existence more 
tolerable. 
Those who have never made 
■original observations for themselves are 
disposed to sneer at the allegations of the 
possibilities in the new discovery, but they 
are of the class th at ridiculed H arvey 
when he discovered the circulation of the 
blood, and for which he was expelled from 
the medical societies to which he belonged. 
H e points out th at it is the duty of the 
physician to experim ent and make re­ 
searches for the better treatm ent of dis­ 
eases, and for the reduction of human 
suffering to the lowest possible minimum. 
T his is w hat Pasteur has done, and w hat 
Brown-Sequard is doing. 
Y et that scien­ 
tist declares th at nothing positive has 
been determ ined by his experim enting ex­ 
cept the relief afforded in cases-of rheum a­ 
tism. 
Dr. Hammond concludes th a t the 
whole m atter being as yet in the expcri- 
ental stage, it is irrational to condemn it 
as folly, and at the same tim e it is rash to 
indorse it as a jmsitive discovery of an 
arrester of old age. 
H e does not believe 
that any elix ir will be discovered th a t will 
make old men young, but does hold th at it 
is possible th at some agency will be 
evolved by research th at will greatly re­ 
duce the infirm ities of the aged, and that 
will render their existence more pleasaut. 
and th a t will somewhat prolong It. 


THE STATE FAIE. 


The State F air th at is to open on Mon­ 
day evening in this city gives full promise 
of being a representative and highly valu­ 
able exposition. 
There ie reason to believe 
th at there will be a large attendance, and 
th at the stock exhibit will awaken unusual 
interest. 
The people of the State should 
visit these annual fairs, not only to note 
w hat progress is made in cultivation, dis­ 
covery and mechanical devices in agricult­ 
ure, but in order to consult w ith each 
other, exchange views and benefit by per­ 
sonal communication. 
The fair season is 
holiday season also, and a week or two 
taken for rest and change at th at time is 
physically and m entally beneficial. 
W e 
need to get out of the groove of work occa­ 
sionally ; to leave the shop, the farm and 
the dock behind us, and mingling with our 
own people at such expositions, enjoy a 
season of change from the every day wear­ 
ing routine. 
There will be plenty of 
amusement and entertainm ent of a rational 
kind at the coming fair.

that all the people can participate in 
th e m ; exceptionally fine music is to be 
provided ; there are to be dram atic enter­ 
tainm ents of a good order, the assembling 
of two or three im portant bodies related t° 
State development and production, and 
private entertainm ents and reunions in 
great num ber ; the county exhibits at the 
Pavilion will be large, and representative 
of the agricultural capacity of the State, 
and the promise is th at the art depart­ 
m ent w ill be especially entertaining and 
attractive—in short, there will be enough 
of lively interest in the two weeks of the 
State F air to well repay any one for com­ 
ing a long distance to visit it. 


THE FATED SEAL. 


The story of the unhappy fate w hich has 
overtaken the fur seal in ail parts of the world 
b u t one has been m any tim es told. T heir rook­ 
eries were num erous and densely populated 
once in m any localities. Our own New E n­ 
gland fishermen discovered m any of them , and 
did their lull share in the work of devastation. 
The Kerguelen land in 
the 
Indian Ocean 
yielded 1,000 000 skins in tw enty years; 3,000 000 
were taken from the South Shetland Islands off 
Cape Horn in two years; 1,200,000 irom the 
Georgian Islands in seventeen years; 50,(00 a 
a year from Massalucro, and m any thousands 
from th e F aulktand Islands, fnffii Lower Cali­ 
fornia, and the Japan Sea. But every one of 
these spots has been exhausted, ravished of its 
rich treasure by indiscrim inate slaughter. The 
Argentine Republic still possesses and vigilantly 
guards one sm all rookery; but aside from this 
the far seals have no retreat on earth but Beh­ 
ring Sea. 'I hat they Sourish there, and in re­ 
cent years have increased in num bers, is for 
our profit and the good of the world, and it is 
only due to the wise precautions w hich our 
G overnm ent has taken against a recurrence of 
the unfortunate 
experiences elsew here ob­ 
served. 
But they do not exist in Behring Sea 
iu such num bers th at any of the safeguards now 
set about the seal can be withdraw n. 
W hich facts are reasons sufficient for the 
adoption of a policy th at will prevent the 
realization of the fable of the golden egg. 1 n 
the effort the United States Governm ent is 
making to preserve the seal fisheries from 
destruction, the whole civilized world is 
interested. 
I t is for the best interests of 
all the nations th at the claim of the 
Americans th a t the Behring Sea shall be 
recognized as a closed sea should be ac­ 
knowledged. 
All this talk about protect­ 
ing the seals from exterm ination by inter­ 
national agreem ent and joint guards is 
idle. 
If one other nation is adm itted to 
the privilege of sealing in the waters re­ 
ferred to, then all must be adm itted. 
If 
England and the U nited States should 
come to an agreem ent th at they should 
have m utual rights in the waters of Beh­ 
ring Sea, but no others shall take seals 
there, then the sea will be declared a closed 
sea to all others, and the principle now 
contended for by the U nited States will 
be reasserted. 
Obviously if it is not a 
closed sea to G reat Britain, then it is open 
water to France, Spain, China, Japan, 
Russia, Germany, the A rgentine Repub­ 
lic, the Hawaiian Government, the K ing 
of the Cannibal Islands; the whole pack 
from the Congo Free State to the patient 
fishers of the German N orth Sea. 
How 
long will the seal last with all these knock­ 
ing him on the head when he takes to 
land? 


S o u t h e r n newspapers are very unchar­ 
itable, very unfair, and for the m atter of 
th a t very un-American. 
H ere we find 
them protesting against Republican speak 
ers coming South to address members of 
the party and aid in strengthening the 
organization. Some of theobjeetors go so far 
as to pronouuce the announcement th at a 
N orthern 
Congressman 
will 
address 
Southern 
Republicans 
as “ im pudent.” 
W e like th a t! 
W hen Southern statesmen 
came up out of the South last fall, and 
grew eloquent before the masses of the 
Democracy in the N orth, did anyone con 
sider it im pudent? 
W hen Southern ora­ 
tors came into California last autum n, and 
did gallant battle against the candidacy of 
General H arrison, did anyone pronounce 
it “im pudent ?” 
Have our Southern con­ 
temporaries forgotten th at a citizen of the 
nation is at home on any part of its soil ? 
T hat neither the law nor the theory 
of the Republic recognize it to be an 
offense for the orators of any political 
party to speak to the people of any and all 
j sections of our country? 


T h e rush homeward from Europe has 
set in and Americans are now coming back 
by the thousands. 
W e may expect the 
coming w inter a considerable drift of travel 
towards California, but the enormous num ­ 
ber of Eastern people who went to the 
Paris Exposition from the U nites States, 
and who went out to other parts across the 
water, will have a tendency to lessen the 
excursion business to this coast somewhat. 
It is certain th at the Paris show “ h it ” 
California very bard, and deprived us of 
many thousands of summer visitors. O urday 
will come, however, and in the end we will 
discover th at the attractiveness of this 
State has not dim inished in the estim ation 
of tourists. 


T h e real end, aim aud purpose of the 
Dominion and British Governments in 
aiding the Canadian Pacific Railroad so 
munificently is to push forward the scheme 
of a new New England upon this continent 
—and there is territory enough for it. W e 
cannot prevent them colonizing and de­ 
veloping th at vast region of the north, but 
we can and should refuse them th e “job” 
of doing our carting for us. 


T h e fact th at the Queen of England 
has knighted Professor W iggins, the Cana­ 
dian meteorologist, for em inent services ren­ 
dered to science, rather shames the A m er­ 
ican people, who have been accustomed to 
make sport of “ W iggins.” 
The Queen 
certainly would not have conferred the 
honor upon the “ w eather p ro p h et” if she 
had not been advised by scientific savants 
whose judgm ent commands respect.

LOVELY AUBURN. 


A WIDE AWAKE. PHOSPEBOUS AND GO- 
AHEAD MOUNTAIN CITY. 


Close of the First Annual Fair of the 
T w entieth A gricultural D istrict— 
Natural Resources. 


Now gskien fruits on loaded branches shine. 
And grateful clusters swell with floods of wine. 
Auburn is the county seat of Piacer 
county, and one of the best mountain 
towns in the State. As a fruit-producing 
county it is in the front rank, and more 
than onee has carried off the highest 
honors in that line from the State Fair in 
honest competition wilh her sister counties. 
This year the people of Piacer concluded 
io hold a fair in their own county. It was 
a decided success, and closed last night. 
There was some little hitch about the 
appointment of Directors Lincoln wanted 
the fair held in that town, and a few jeal­ 
ousies that existed between local factions 
for a time threatened to make it a failure. 
However, the citizens of Auburn at the 
last moment put their shoulders to the 
wheel, and the fair was a grand success. 
The Directors are George W. Towles, cf 
Towles; Harold T. Power, of Sunny South; 
William M. Baker, of Colfax; J. C. Boggs, 
of Newcastle; Jo Hamilton ami W. 15. 
Lardner, of Auburn, and Dana Perkins, of 
Rocklin. 
The officers are: Jo Hamillon, Presi­ 
dent; F. D. Adams, Secretary, and T. J. 
Nichols, Treasurer. 
What Auburn most needs is a large pub­ 
lic hall. The pavilion was in the old opera 
house, which was small and dark. The 
first day of the fair exhibits came in 
slowly, and the Directors, fearing a failure, 
solicited business firms to fix up fancy 
booths displaying their wares. This was 
done by several in a most creditable man­ 
ner, and the pavilion had a picturesque 
and attractive appearance. When the Di­ 
rectors thought their exhibits of fill it and 
horticultural products were going to be 
meager, they were mistaken in their peo­ 
ple. On the second day it rolled in in 
such great quantities that the opera house 
could not contain half of it on exhibition, 
and it was piled up promiscuously. 
It is safe to say that no fair ever held in 
this State showed a greater variety, or so 
good in size, appearance and flavor. As 
Jo Hamilton remarked, such another ex­ 
hibit of the products of the soil, in variety, 
size and beau y, could not be ex­ 
celled in the world. Hundreds of varieties 
of grapes, scores of kinds of peaches beau­ 
tifully colored ; apples, producid at an 
elevation of 4 000 feet, large, plump and 
colored a deep crimson ; pears that would 
fill a bushel basket; oranges in blossom 
and every stage of growth to the ripe fruit 
itself; lemons in variety; figs tnat in size 
and flavor could not be distinguished from 
the far-famed article produced on the Med­ 
iterranean ; squashes that weighed over 
two hundred pounds; corn fourteen feet 
in height, and watermelons, one of which 
tipped the beam at ninety-six pounds. 
These are the things that greeted the sight 
of the reporter as he entered the hall 
Thursday morning. Mr. Parker, of New­ 
castle, a former resident of Sacramento, 
to day one of the first fruit producers in 
Placer county, showed the reporter around 
and explained some of the facts relative to 
the different fruit districts of the county. 
He is one of the believers in the future 
of the fruit industry of this State, and 
especially is he partial to the'fig and olive. 
Mr. Parker is an honest and an honorable 
man, and when he teils the reporter that 
he has a fig tree only three years old that 
last year brought in over $700, we must 
believe it. It is a Suiyrna fig of pure 
stock, and the fruft on exhibition was ar­ 
ranged most attractively. When the price 
of the fruit was ascertained the scribe be­ 
gan to figure how many tons it would 
take to bring $700. • Oh, I didn’t say I 
sold $700 worth of fruit. 
I rooted every 
bud that I could well cut from the tree 
without spoiling its growth, and readilv 
sold them at $5 a root.” 
Olive fruit was exhibited and also bottles 
of the oil. 
Captain E L Hawk, of Penryn, E. W. 
Maslin. of Loomis, and William B. Baker, 
of Colfax, had iruit on exhibition in great 
variety. Piacer county has a fruit belt that 
is unsurpassed, the Bear River ditch is run­ 
ning full of water and it is sold at ' live and 
let live prices,” and the result is that there 
is nothing that grows in the soil that can­ 
not and is no: produced here. 
The exhibition was a surprise to her 
own people. 
The old fossils that lay 
around Auburn, cry “hard times’’ and ad­ 
vise all young men io go to Washington 
Territory and grow up with the country, 
had to admit that they were not aware be­ 
fore of the possibilities of their own section 
and could not believe that such golden har­ 
vests awaited ail who tickled mother earth 
with the hoe. 
What Placer county wants, in fact what 
all the mining counties most need, is an 
immigration of au intelligent clas9 who 
believe in good fences, elegant and 
comfortable homes, who are not afraid 
to labor for tbeir daily bread, and who will 
farm scientifically. To all such a few years 
of toil brings a competency, and oí such a 
class are the communities along the line of 
railroad from Roseville to Auburn. 
No one will say that Auburn is a pretty 
town or well laid out, for such is not the 
case, but there is a picturesqneness about it 
that is very attractive. In early days the 
town was built in a short and narrow 
ravine, and there it remains. The princi­ 
pal banks, stores and public buildings are 
down in a hole, while the school buildings 
and residences occupy the adjacent hill­ 
sides. There is no town in the State of its 
size that has no many elegant private 
mansions, or so many well-to-do citizens 
as Auburn. Here resides the retired mer­ 
chant. miner and business man who will 
end his days in ease and luxury, who enjoys 
the peerless foothill climate ami can educate 
his children in as good educational institu­ 
tions as are to be found on the coast. 
Auburn is an incorporated city and can 
boast of the finest water works on the coast 
under a gravity pressure of 375 feet. With 
two well-equipped hose companies she is 
in no danger of a serious conflagration. and 
her rate of insurance is correspondingly 
low.Her people are intelligent, her lawyers 
embrace Mine of the names of those emi­ 
nent in the legal profession, and she sup­ 
ports three ably edited weekly newspapers. 
The local paper, when properly edited, does 
much to advance every interest in the com­ 
munity, and Auburn's citizens, appreciat­ 
ing this fact, give a liberal support to ‘ ye 
local editor.” 
Auburn station, at one time separate and 
distinct from the town of Auburn, which 
was a mile distant, has now become a sub­ 
urb of the city. The town is building to­ 
wards the depot, and, in fact, business 
houses and residences line the street on 
both sides now, and in the course of a few 
years the old town will be absorbed by the 
new.A street railroad is the latest thing pro­ 
posed, and will soon be built. 
A SANITARIUM. 
For many years physicians throughout 
the State have been recommending to their 
patients, especially those troubled with 
lung complaints, the climate at Auburn. 
As a result, four large hotels have been 
erected, and they are completely filled with 
those in search of pleasure "and health 
throughout the year. Freeman's Hotel, 
with one hnndred rooms, seems to be the 
most popular, and the proprietor has to 
rent all the spare rooms obtainable in the 
adjacent private residences in order to ac­ 
commodate his regular boarders. 
Mr. 
Freeman Í9 a first-class landlord: he looks 
to the comfort of every one. has every con­ 
venience to be found in any first class 
hostlcy. and his table is always one of the 
chief attractions. 
William Houchins. almost everyone 
knows "Billy,” one of the veteran stage- 
drivers of the couDtrv, keeps a livery stable 
at the depot, and his ’'rigs" are all first- 
class and his horses sure-footed, stylish and 
will “go to the end of the road.” Hou­ 
chins is a live and energetic citizen. He is 
in love with Auburn and has great hopes 
of her future. He has no patience with 
the Silurians and croakers, and when a 
stranger comes to town Honchins takes 
pleasure in showing him around and never 
fails to impress the visitor with the impor­ 
tance of Auburn. 


Ex-Governor liartlett’s Portrait. 
The portrait of the late Governor Bart­ 
lett, painted by Miss E. A. Rockwell, of 
San Francisco, and for which the last 
Legislature made an appropriation of $000, 
has arrived here and will be hung in the 
Governor’s private cffice to-day. It is 
about the same size as the portraits of Gov­ 
ernors Perkins and Stonemsn. which also 
hang in one of the rooms of the Executive 
Department, and is inclosed in a large gilt 
frame. Those who have seen the painting 
and who kn»w the deceased Governor, say 
that it is a fine likeness of him, and a piece 
of work of which the young lady artist may 
well feel proud. Coluinbus Bartlett, brother 
of the deceased, is highly pleased with it. 
Cinching the Festive Tram p.

Fined Fifty D ollars. 
John B. Williams yesterday withdrew 
his plea of not guilty, on the charge of as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon, and was al­ 
lowed to pleid guilty to simple assault, in 
Judge Armstrong’s Court. He was fined 
$50. The assault grew out of a domestic 
affair in which Williams, his daughter and 
a young man were the parties concerned. 


By invitation of Mr. Houchins the re­ 
porter, Fred Birdtall and a gentleman 
from Oakland took a carriage iide to all 
points of interest. One of the finest drives 
in the State is that on the Birdsall farm, 
which occupies the summit of a river hill 
about half a mile east of the station. The 
road is a wide grade, well sprinkled and 
shaded by rows of walnut trees. The sum­ 
mit of this hill is one from which a grand 
view is obtained. From the summer house, 
which is a model ot Oriental architecture, 
covered with trailing vines and flowers of 
every hue and variety, one looks down on 
the American river, which threads its way 
along the base of the mountain 1,000 feet 
below. To the east are the mountains 
covered with the snows of many winters 
and forests of timber miles in extent, 
where the sound of the woodman’s ax 
is a stranger in their solitude. To the 
west is the town of Auburn, with her 
beautiful homes surrounded with orchards 
and flower gardens. Beyond, as far as the 
eye can reach, skirting the Pacific and 
forming a border to the valley, is the blue 
Coast Range Through the valley, wind­ 
ing like a ribbon of silver, the Sacramento 
winds its way to the bav,while Sacramento 
city and the dome of the State building is 
clearly discernible to the naked eye. 
On the summit ol this mountain Colonel 
13d R. Hamilton has built him a summer 
residence, and he spends many pleasant 
hours among the plants and flowers that 
surround his picturesque retreat. 
The place contains about sixty acres, 
and is set out io oranges, cherries, olives 
and different kinds of fruit. They have 
one cherry orchard of a thousand trees 
that was imported from Alabama. It was 
a remarkable fact that every tree lived 
and some of them showed a growth of six 
feet the first year. 
Houchins then drove around town, show­ 
ing us all the fine buildings and residences 
and giving biographical sketches of the 
different prominent citizens of Auburn. 
We then drove out to the race-irack and 
took a view of the live stock which was on 
exhibition. There w,re several fine herds 
of cattle competing for prizes and quite a 
number of horses. 
The race track was selected by the Direc­ 
tors some lime ago as the most suitable 
and convenient place for holding the stock 
exhibit, and for viewing iha various con­ 
tests which generally form the attractions 
for occasions of this kind. Results proved 
that no better location could have been 
chosen, as it is situated conveniently near 
towD, and is amply large for all the pur­ 
poses for which it was needed. 
Genera! Jo Hamilton, President of the 
Twentieth District, opened the fair in the 
pavilion on Monday evening, with an 
admirable address, which was attentively 
listened to by a large number of people. 
He described the wealth of the soil and 
quarries and mines and forests in glowing 
terms, and dwelt upon the exceptional 
railroad facilities enjoyed in this State only 
by Placer. He gave a brief review of the 
history of the organization of the district, 
and described the difficulties under which 
the Directors had labored. 
At the Park is a good diamond for base­ 
ball contests and a dancing platform, where 
moonlight dances are held quite frequently.

HOW DEER ARE WANTONLY SLAIN AT 
THEIR NOCTURNAL HAUNTS. 


A Sacram ento Party R oasts of a D is­ 
graceful A ct—Does K illed and Left 
to Rot W here They F ell. 


Dr. W. Wood, of this city, who returned 
a couple of days sines from a hunting and 
fishing trip in the Sierra Nevada wilds, re 
ports the most wanton destruction of deer 
about the headwaters of the RubicoD, 
which more than substantiates all that 
was charged bv the R eooed-U sion some 
weeks ago. He says that one day be came 
upon the abandoned catnping-place of a 
party of Sacrameutans. Nearby he found 
the rotting carcasses of several does that 
had been killed “in the very wantonness 
of a lust of ” killing. On the site of the 
camp was found posted a notice to this 
effect: 
‘ OUR PARTY KILLED TWENTY FOUR 
DEER AT THE LICK AT RIGHT.” 
To this was signed the name of a well- 
known resident of this city, the initials of 
whose name are “M— E — 
Whether the 
person referred to is responsible for the 
notice, or whether or not he was in that 
vicinity at the time, we are not advised, 
but if any party of alleged sportsmen were 
guilty of “killing twenty-four deer at the 
lick, at night,” they were guilty of an act 
that deserves the condemnation of every 
decent man in the State. The way tlnit 
deer are killed a: these "licks” is bv the 
butcher secreting himself in the branches 
of a neighboring tree, of a moonlight 
night, and shooting down the deer as tkev 
come there to “lick” the saline properties 
of the spring. 
This method of deer-siay- 
ing is excusable enough under certain 
circumstances and when confined to a 
limited number of deer—as for instance, 
when a camping party is in need of meat 
Sill, it is a fact known to experienced 
deer-hunters that in these nocturnal slav­ 
ing tournaments mostly does are killed. 
The proportion of bucks that visit the licks 
at night is very small compared to the 
number of does that frequent them, and if 
the party of campers referred to actually 
killed twenty-four deer at night, while 
“lick shooting,” as they boasted of having 
done, it is pretty safe to say that about 
twenty of the deer were does. Indeed, Dr. 
Wood found plenty of evidence of the fact 
that does were wantonly slaughtered, as he 
had found their festering carcasses strewn 
about the hills in all directions. 
The alleged “protection” of deer bv the 
present law is nothing short of a 
farce, and if 
the next Legislature 
does not take up the subject and 
deal with it in an intelligent man­ 
ner, another summer will witress the al­ 
most complete extermination of that noble 
game. When both hide hunters and city 
campers swarm throughout the deer 
haunts and slay right and left, without re­ 
gard to age or sex—aud, for that matter, 
without even regard to the seasons—the 
poor, hunted animals have little chance to 
escipe. 
It is a fact that most of the harmful or 
inadequate legislation on the subject of 
game protection is the result of ignorance 
and the inability cf legislators to handle it, 
There are thousands of true sportsmen in 
the State, representing the higher profes­ 
sions and leading mercantile pursuits, and 
they should interest themselves in the matt 
ter in a more practical way than by simplv 
decrying the prevailing lawlessness and 
tendency to exterminate the game of the 
State The names of score3of men, includ­ 
ing Judges of Courts, leading lawyers, 
journalists, railroad officials, wholesale 
merchants, clerks, etc., could be given 
whose influence—if exerted in the right 
direction—would be sufficient to govern 
legislative action in the premises. This 
class of spor smen should consult together 
and frame a law that would, if enforced, 
afford something like protection to what is 
left of the game of the State. And the way 
should also be pointed out to the Legisla­ 
ture to enforce it stringently. The destruc­ 
tion of deer has gone to that extent that for 
the next five years deer killing should be 
absolutely prohibited. The only way to 
effectually enforce the game law is to have 
Game Wardens appointed for the purpose 
of watching and arresting all violators’ the 
same as the Fish Commissioners do in re­ 
gard to illegal fishermen. 


Reward for a M urderer. 
Governor Waterman yesterday offered a 
reward of $300 for the arrest and conviction 
of the unknown murderer of Henry 
Charles, who was shot and killed at his 
home near San Juan Capistrano, Los Ange­ 
les county, on the night of August 24 1889.

WILD FOWL SHOOTING. 
The Supervisors Shorten the Close Season 
for W ild D ucks. 
At yesterday’s session of the Board of 
Supervisors the county ordinance extend 
ing the protection of the law to wild fowl 
up to the 1st of October was so amended as 
to open the shooting on the 15:h of Septem­ 
ber. The ordinance applies to Sacramento 
county, the State law exempting wild dncks 
from protection. 
This exemption—like 
a great many other things in the State game 
laws—was the result of a mistaken idea on 
the part of the Legislature, that to allow 
the killing of ducks in the summer is a 
protection to the wheat-grower. 
This ¡«i-a is a preposterous oue. If the 
few ducks that remain in the valley to 
breed were slaughtered, there would be 
just as much young grain eaten in the 
spring as ever. The Supervisors of several 
counties having sense enough to realize 
this fac', have passfd local ordinances to 
protect the ducks until their young are old 
enough to fly and afford good shooting.

THE EEC-ULATIONS FOR PREVENTION, 
TREATMENT AND CURE. 


D isin fectio n o f G rafts, S cion s. O rch ard 


D eb ris and E m p ty F ru it B a x e» 


—B u lletin N o. 53. 


The State Hoard of H orticulture has 
issued the following regulations ’.o prevent 
th e spread of r-ontagious diseases among 
fruit and fruit trees; and for th e prevention, 
treatm ent, cure and extirpation of fruit 
pests and diseases of fruit and fruit trees, 
and for the disinfection o f grafts, scions, 
orchard debris, empty fruit boxes, etc.: 
All purchasers r h o shall receive fruit in 
any box, sack or eth e r package of any de­ 
scription, shall im m ediately upon receiv­ 
ing the same disinfect each box, sack or 
other package, by subjecting it to boiling 
water or stesm under pressure for a suffi­ 
cient length c f time to destroy all insects 
or germs attached to or contained in such 
box,sack or other package; and all such 
boxes, sacks and other packages shall be 
kept seenrc from infection so long as they 
rem ain in the place where disinfected. 


DISINFECTION OF FRUIT TREES, SCIONS, ETC. 
For the purpose of disinfecting fruit 
trees, scions, cuttings, grafts, etc., the fol­ 
lowing is recommended: 
W hale-oil soap 
(eighty per cent, strength), live pounds; 
water, four gallons. 
Directions: 
Dissolve thoroughly soap 
in water, and immerse the tree, scion, cut­ 
ting or plant for at least two minutes, 
w hile the solution is still hot, or for such 
length of tim e as will destroy all insects or 
germs. 


PERNICIOUS 
(A-PI W OT!- 
PFRNICIOSUS) 
SCALE. 
Summer remedy for peaches: Potash, 
14 pounds; caustic soda (98 per cent.) 8 
pounds; lime, unslacked, 5 pounds; fish 
oil, polar or seal, 10 gallons. 
D irections: 1. Dissolve the soda and 
potash by placing them together in about 
ten or twelve gallons of water. 
2. Slack 
the lime in the barrel in two gallons of 
w ater; then add the fish oil to the lime 
and stir well until the lime and the 
oil have turned to a thick batter ; then 
add the soda and potash, water, boiling 
hot, and stir well with a dasher for five 
m inutes or more. 
Then leave standing 
for about five or six hours; then fill up 
w ith cold water ; do not pour in all the 
water at once, hut about two buckets at a 
time. 
S tir well as the first two buckets of 
w ater go in to prevent lumps. 
Use the 
following dav. 
Apply cold, one pound to 
the gallon of water. 
In dissolving it do 
not boil, but weigh the amount to be 
used, place in a barrel, and on top of it 
pour hot water, about one bucket to every 
hundred pounds of material. 
A fter pouring in the hot water, stir 
lively w ith a dasher until it is entirely 
dissolved; then reduce with cold water 
until sufficiently thin enough to pass 
through the strainer; then place in the 
tank and fill up with w ater; stir well and 
it is ready tor u se; apply cold. 
Summer remedy for pears and apples: 
Caustic soda (98 per cent.), 10 pounds; 
potash, 10 pounds; tallow, 40 pounds; resin, 
40 pounds. 
Directions: 
1. Dissolve the potash and 
soda in ten gallons of water. 
W hen dis­ 
solved place the whole amount in the bar­ 
rel (fifty gallon measure). 
2. Dissolve the 
tallow and resin together. 
W hen dis­ 
solved, add the same to the potash and 
soda in the barrel, and stir well for five 
minutes or so. 
Leave standing for about 
two hours, then fill up w ith water, stirring 
well as every bucket of water goes in. Use 
the following day, one pound to the gallon 
of w ater; apply warm. 
W inter remedy : Lime, 25 pounds; sul­ 
phur, 20 pounds; salt, 15 pounds. 
Directions: 
Take ten pounds of lime, 
twenty pounds of sulphur and twentv gal­ 
lons of w ater; boil until the sulphur is 
thoroughly dissolved. 
Take the rem ain­ 
ing fifteen pounds of lime and fifteen 
pounds of salt, and 
when thoroughly 
slacked, mix together and add enough 
w ater to make in all sixty gallons of solu­ 
tion ; strain and spray warm. 


BROWN APRICOT SCALE. 
Summer rem edy: 
Caustic soda (98 per 
cent.), 1 pound ; resin, 5 pounds; water, 40 
gallons. 
Directions: 
Boil caustic soda in one 
and one-half gallons of water. 
W hen dis­ 
solved, take out and lay aside one-half of 
the solution, then add resin to the re­ 
m ainder in the kettle. 
A fter the resin is 
dissolved, add slowly balance of soda solu­ 
tion. W hen thoroughly cooked, add water 
to make in all forty gallons of solution; 
apply warm. 
W inter remedy: 
Sulphur, 20 pounds ; 
lime, 25 pounds; salt, 15 pounds. 
_ D irections: Take ten pounds of the 
lime, twenty pounds of the sulphur and 
twenty gallons of water. 
Boll until the 
sulphur is thoroughly dissolved. 
Take 
the rem ainder—fifteen pounds of lime and 
fifteen pounds of salt—slack and add water 
to make the whole m ixture sixty gallons. 
Mix the whole together, strain and sprav 
on the trees milk warm or warmer. 
This 
can only be applied when the foliage is 
ofl the tree, and has in this condition no 
injurious eflect on the fruit buds or tree 
whatever.

m ainder in the kettle. 
After resin is dis­ 
solved, add slowly balance of soda solution. 
W hen thoroughly 
cooked, 
add 
water 
enough to make in all forty gallons of 
solution: apply warm. 


b l a c k SCALE (LECANIUM OLEA; ON OLIVE

TREES, 
liv e gallons best kerosene oil. 150° test; 
one and one-fourth pounds good common 
soan, or one bar and a half of soap usually 
sold as pound packages; two and a half 
gallons of water. 
This makes the emul­ 
sion. 
W hen using, dilute six and one-half 
gallons of water for each gallon of oil, and 
to this m ixture add two and a half pounds 
of good home-made soap dissolved in boil­ 
ing water. 
All this m ixing-hould be done 
w ith hot water, and applied at a tem pera­ 
ture of 140° Fahrenheit. 


BED SCALE 
ASPIDIOTÜS AURANTIl) ON 
CITRUS TREES. 
Rem edy: Caustic soda (98 per cent), 8 
pounds; resin, Im pounds; whale oil or fish 
oil, 2 quarts. 
Directions: Boil oil, resin and caustic 
soda together in about ten gallons of water 
for about three or four hours, then add 
w ater enough to make in all 100 gallons of 
solution. 
Apply warm. 
Must be cooked 
well as per directions, to secure best re­ 
sults. 


CODLIN (CARPOCAPS A POMONELLA) MOTH 
For early-ripening apples and pears: 
Spray once with one [w ind of Paris green 
to 180 gallons of water, when just out of 
bloom. 
For fall and winter apples and pears: 
Spray twice. 
First application as above; 
second application with one pound of Paris 
green to two hundred gallons of water. 
Use the Paris green w ithout nnv additions, 
simply stirring the liquid continuallv and 
straining it before using. 


■WOOLLY (SCHIZONECRA LANIGERA I APHIS. 
Root form: 
Dress liberally with ashes, 
especially in most localities, or use gas 
lime, about one and one-lialf shovelfuls 
around each tree in such a manner th at it 
will not come in direct contact with the 
bark of the tree.

Remove the earth at the base of the tree 
and wrap up the trunk w ith stout paraffine 
paper, and pile up against the paper air- 
slacked lime or ashes. 
N o te. - - 'Wherever beneficial insects or 
parasites are decreasing the spread of in­ 
jurious insect pests, no spray or wash 
should be used, and the parasites should 
be colonized and taken care of.

To the true lovers of Nature let me 
speak just one word of friendly advice, and 
if, perchance, the seed thus thrown out 
falls in fertile soil and springs up in the 
form of a beautiful budding, blossoming, 
fruit-bearing plant, I will feel well repaid 
for the time which I now snatch from the 
pleasures of any library in order to scatter 
abroad the praises of my adopted “home.” 
Extending along the northern boundary 
of the Golden State for much more than 
one-half of the distance across it from east 
to west, and reaching down into the heart 
of California for something like seventy- 
five miles, is one of the largest subdivisions 
to be found in the last mentioned State. 
This large territory is known as Siskivou 
county, and, within its confines there ex­ 
ists to-day an undeveloped wealth second 
to the wealth of no county in California— 
second, indeed, to the wealth of no county 
in any State in the L’nion. 
The wealth alluded to is not that of 
money alone, either, for Siskiyou is to-day 
prouder of the stalwart sons who own and 
operate her inexhaustible gold mines; of 
the brawny farmer boys who till her fer­ 
tile soil; of the graceful riders who keep 
close watch over her large droves of well- 
bred stock ; of her thrifty merchants whose 
trade extends from the fertile valleys 
within easy reach of the markets of u.e 
world to the wildest canyons on the Pacific 
coast; of her advocates who wield a power 
at the bar of justice second to but few in 
this great State; of the good qualities of 
the citizens resident within her borders, 
than she is of all her other wealth, though 
it he very great. 
For many years Siskiyou countv had to 
nC reached by stage-coach, and it" was not 
until the weary traveler had proven him­ 
self worthy of a home in this favored spot, 
by being tossed to and fro, now between 
the seats of the old-time “ six-in-hand” 
coaches that would have done England 
credit, and then up against the top of the 
vehicle, that he was permitted to see this 
delightful mountain resort. In those days 
a trip from Yreka to San Francisco was a 
luxury indulged in by the rich alone, and 
right well were those trips enjoyed when 
they were taken. Many a ’49er will tell 
you to-day that those “ good old times” 
were the palmiest days of his life; times 
when he paid six cents a pound for salt 
and then carried it for miles and miles 
over the mountain to retail it out to his 
fellow miners at twenty-five and fifty cents 
per pound. At that time the miners all 
had money, and they paid it out without 
looking very carefully what was returned 
to ti.em in place of if. 
I don’t speak of these things from my 
own knowledge; it was not my privilege 
to share those days with the hospitable 
inhabitants of this region—nor with any 
other for that matter tkad I can now re­ 
call—but I have been taught my lesson by 
the ’49err who still make this county 
blessed as - it were by their presence and’ 
revelations of former times. Times have 
changed very materially since the old 
stage-coach days, and, although there is 
some complaint on the part of the old 
stage-drivers who were favorites in those 
days, 1 think after all the county has im­ 
proved and e7en the old residents like 
their new homes as well as they used to 
like their former “ castles.” B a il do not 
intend at this time to do more than glance 
back sufficiently far to show by the con­ 
trast the advantage of the present situation 
of affairs here. 
About two years ago the iroc-horse, 
which had balked for so long before com­ 
ing over the mountains, got up courage 
and climbed the formidable precipices, 
jumped the deep canyons and made : heir 
sides fairly shake with terror, blowing his 
shrill whistle from time to time as he 
pranced along; on and on he came, until 
lie had climbed the Siskiyou mountains 
and went tearing do wn on the other side 
and once more reached his mates. The 
ice was broken, the way had been made, 
and ever since that time, as regular as the 
sun rises and sets,- the old iron-horse 
prances by, always fresh and fiery, always- 
puffing, hut never tired—seemingly fond, 
of his new route and his new acquaint- 
enanees. 
No sooner had the steam whistle become 
familiar to the residents of this inland 
country than a change commenced. This 
favored county, heretofore shut out from 
the world by reason of the almost impassa­ 
ble barriers which surrounded it, was at 
once visited by the enterprising business 
men of this coast, and Eastern capital 
gradually found its way across its bounda­ 
ries until there are to-day, perhaps, as 
many residents in the section of the county 
within reateh of the railroad, who have 
come in within the last two or three years, 
as there are of those who have lived here 
for many years. 
Almost like magic, saw-tnills have sprung 
up in the forests, anil the trees that have 
stood safe and sound for centuries, are, with­ 
out a moment’s warning, felled to the earth 
one day, passed through innumerable saws 
of all shapes, sizes and speed the next, and 
on the third day the giants of the forests 
for ages are flying along to the busy port 
of San Francisco as fast as steam power can 
take them, to become masts in ships hound 
for China, India, or Australia; to build 
houses in South Am erica; or to serve 
useful purposes in different parts of our 
own State. 
Nor do the forests alone manifest the 
change which has taken place. Go out 
into the mountains, follow down that 
golden stream, the Klamath river, go al­ 
most anywhere, indeed, and see the won­ 
derful developments that have been made 
in the mines, and you will he convinced at 
once that the county is laying a foundation 
now .o become one 'if the most desirable 
sections in this favored State. 
Irrigation ditches have been extended ; 
new lands have been taken up ; pre-empl- 
ors, homesteader», timber land entrymen, 
school land applicants, timber culture in­ 
vestors, desert land seekers, and many more 
have been busy, aud we find that land has 
been taken up so rapidly that it has been 
said, by those well informed on such sub­ 
jects, that more Government titles have 
been initiated within the last year than 
have been initiated in any five years be­ 
fore that time. What does this mean ? 
Why is it that people are flocking into 
Siskiyou county so rapidly and investing 
in her lands, in her limber, in her mines, 
in her stock ranges, iu her fertile valley 
faims— indeed in her every industry? 
Why is it, when Seattle and Tacoma on 
the north, and San Diego and many other 
places on the south, are putting forth such 
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strenuous efforts to draw immigration, we 
find so much capital coming into Siskivou 
county without any effort being made to 
bring about that result ? The lesson is not 
a difficult one to learn; the answer is 
ready at band even to the ordinary ob­ 
server. 
Siskiyou’s wealth is undevelo ed. Her 
residents have made money in the past, 
and are making money to-day; but this 
may also be said of oilier places; the dif­ 
ference, however, is this: men could and 
did ranke money in Siskiyou countv almost 
because they could not help it ; and, mors 
than this-, they made it without materially 
affecting her natural resources. It is true 
some gold has been taken from her mines; 
yes, millions of dollars have been taken 
out, hut what of it ; the mines are to-day 
in many instances practically untouched. " 
Her vast timber belts are almost in a vir­ 
gin state, vrith the exception of the sec- 
rions on the immediate line of the rail­ 
road. Her farms are capable of being al- 
nf»t doubled in extent, and this is being 
done by degrees. When the capital, daily 
coning into the county, finds a footing"; 
whan the rich mines just being developed 
are in working order and giving employ­ 
ment to thousands of men in addition "to 
those" already engaged in that industry; 
when the vast timber regions have been 
brought within reach of the line of the 
railroad and saw-mills and manufactories 
• are located all over the county and all up 
and dovn Klamath river, where the water 
power i: -inexhaustible, can any one doubt 
as to the-prosperity of Siskiyou county in 
the immediate future? Aside from "this 
there is not a county on the Pacific coast 
that can equal Siskiyou in paint of health. 
It is indeed the veritable “ Fountain of 
Youth” sc long sought for in Florida with­ 
out success - The residents of the county, 
as a rule, -he because-they are needed in 
the better world, aad not because their 
bodies give out, or because they are tired 
of living here. Occasionally a man goes 
up by reasoraof an explosion of giant pow­ 
der ; and another one stands under a fall­ 
ing tree and gets leave of absence, but oth­ 
erwise there is practically no way out of 
Siski you county when once you are here. 
Come and see.

T he w itness was also instructed 
to prevent any attack upon the Justice at 
a ll hazaids, but to take no decisive action 
before announcing th at he was a U nited 
S tates D eputy M arshal. 


NAGLE GOES SOUTH. 
T he w itness accepted th e appointm ent 
an d reported to the M arshal every m orning 
u n til Justice Field departed for'his so u th ­ 
e rn trip. 
P u rsu an t to orders received from 
M arshal F rank, th e w itness left on the 8 
o ’clock boat for O akland on the evening of 
A ugust v h , and m et Justice Field on the 
train on the other side of the bay. 
W hen 
th ey m et Justice Field passed the com pli­ 
m en ts of the day. and said th at he believed 
th e w itness' jo u rn ey was an unnecessary 
one. 
W itness rem arked th at he was an 
officer o f the G overnm ent and was obeying 
h is instruction, to w hic* Justice Field ad­ 
vised him to do h is dnty. 
T h e w itness gave in detail th e incidents 
o f th e trip dow n to and the arrival at Los 
A ngeles, w hich have fully been published. 
On the day th at Justice Feld announced 
h is intention o f retu rn in g to San Francisco 
th e w itness received m oney from him and 
secured berths on the train, and m ade all 
necessary arrangem ents for th e com fort of 
th e Justice. 
W hen th e train arrived at Fresno w it­ 
ness got off and saw T erry ar.d his wife 
board the train. 
H e returned to th e car 
an d advised Ju stice Field of the fact. 
The 
Ju stice expressed 3 wish th at they w ould 
sleep well and again disappeared' behind 
th e curtains o f his berth. 
T he w itne.s th en sought o at th e con­ 
ductor of the tia in and told him th at Terrv 
an d his wife h ad boarded th e train and 
th a t there m ight be trouble upon th e a rri­ 
val of the train at Lathrop. 
H e advised 
th e conductor to notify th e constable of 
L athrop by telegraph to be on hand at the 
station w hen the train arrived. 
T he con­ 
ductor prom ised to do so, and w itness re­ 
tu rn ed to his berth. 


TH E SCENE AT LA TH RO r. 
W hen th e train stopped at L athrop w it­ 
ness said to Ju stice Field th at he conld get 
a good m eal on board th e train. 
H e did 
not w ant the Justice to m eet T erry in the 
dining-room , fearing trouble. Justice Field, 
how ever, refused to eat on th e train, say­ 
ing th at he knew th at he could get a good 
m eal in th e eating station. 
W itness assisted the- Justice off th e car 
an d followed him into th e dining-room . 
T h ey were show n th eir seats by a waiter! 
* n d had h ard ly com m enced eating w hen 


Ju d g e T erry and h is w ife entered. 
T erry 
w ent direct to th e seat, b a t M rs. T erry, w ho 
was som e distance behind him . halted near 
Justice Field and stared a t him in a fierce 
m an n er for a second, and th en left th e d in ­ 
ing-room . 
W itness soon after saw T erry 
rise from his seat an d start tow ard th e 
door. 
W itness supposed he had finished 
bis m eal and was going back to th e car. As 
Judge T erry passed up the aisle behind 
Justice Field w itness kept his eye upon 
him . 
W hen T erry passed in the im m edi­ 
ate rear of F ield he turned his head tow ard 
the Justice and gave him a look w hich 
clearly show ed the ill feeling T errv bore 
against th e Justice. 
“I had no idea th at T erry w as about to 
strike the Justice, b ut I kept m y eyes upon 
h im ,” said th e witness. 


t e r r y ' s b l o w s . 
“Judge T erry tu rn ed around as be was 
about to pass, and before I could interfere 
he slapped Justice Field on the face w ith 
his rig h t hand, and followed his blow w ith 
his left hand, w hich landed on th e back of 
Justice F ield's head. 
I was im m ediately 
upon m y feet and throw ing ou t m y rig h t 
hand, to keep T erry off, I shouted ‘Stop 
th a t! 
Stop th a t! 
I am a U nited States 
officer.’ 
Terry th en directed his attention ta m e . 
H e had his rig h t arm in a position as if 
about to deliver an o th er blow. 
H e turned 
his glance upon m e. 
H e looked like an 
infuriated beast. 
A fter a m om ent's look 
he seem ed to recognize m e as th e m an who 
hud taken the knife aw ay from him in the 
A ppraisers' building, and his clenched fist 
im m ediately sought his bosom . 
Believing 
th at m y life was in danger, I drew m y 
pistol w ith m y left hand and, catching it 
w ith m y right, fired tw o shots in quick 
succession. 
T erry com m enced w eakening 
im m ediately after the first shot. 
I believe th a t he w ould have carved m e 
to pieces and, perhaps, Justice Field, had I 
not acted prom ptly. 
H e looked like a 
m addened giant. 
H e uttered no sound 
bu t a suppressed m oan, as a m an in the 
h ig h t of rage. 
I knew th at he had alw ays 
carried a knife, and believed th at he then 
had one on him . 
“ I knew h im to be a giant in strength 
and proposed to take no chances w ith him . 
F or th at reason I held m y pistol in both 
hands, so th at he could no t take it aw ay 
from m e. 
AFTER TH E SHOOTING. 
“ A fter I shot him I backed aw ay from 
th e crowd, and at the sam e tim e told them 
I was a U nited States officer, an d m erely 
doing m y d u ty .’’ 
Nagle th en related how he got Justice 
Field back into the car, and saw th at the 
doors were guarded to prevent M rs. T erry 
from entering. 
“ I told the conductor n ot 
to allow anyone on th e platform . 
I told 
him to look out for M rs. T erry, for I did 
not like to in ju re a w om an, but w ould 
surely take steps tow ard protecting Justice 
F ield .” 
H e then related the circum stances con­ 
nected w ith his arrest, after w hich he was 
excused, and A ttorney H errin announced 
th at the testim ony was all in, bu t th a t the 
petitioner w ould ask perm ission to in tro ­ 
duce any testim ony th at m ight hereafter 
be desired before the case cam e u p for a r­ 
gum ent. 
Ju d g e Saw yer said th a t th e arg u m en t 
w ould be m ade next W ednesday, and he 
w ould give the attorneys u n til then to in ­ 
troduce an y fu rth er testim ony. 
M onday w ould be a legal holiday, b u t if 
th e counsel desired he w culd h ear testi­ 
m ony on th e afternoon of th a t date. 
C ourt was adjourned accordingly.

It was announced several days after the 
tragedy th at the attorneys for Nagle had 
found a w itness w ho w ould testify th at he 
saw M rs.

T he m an n er of dealing w ith tram ps has 
long been a scandal so th e place. 
I t is even 
said th at vagabonds driven out of th is city 
w ill cross the bridge and h u n t up persons 
to arrest them , in order to divide th e fees. 
Y esterday an affair occurred over there 
w hich—if th e statem ent m ade to a R ecord- 
U n io n repoiter he tru e—will not add to th e 
reputation of C onstable F rom m elt for either 
sagacity or official dignity. 
W illiam H e n ­ 
ley states th at a week or m ore ago he wrote 
a letter to parties in W oodland, on behalf 
of th e little girl, L ’rzie P etrie (w ho was 
sent to jail for arsoi. w i’hont an ex am in a­ 
tion), wfiich criticised th e ac ion of C onsta­ 
ble F rom m elt. 
T he letter, h e says, was 
w ritten for Mr. George M urray and wife, at 
th eir request, and th at they signed it. H e n ­ 
ley acted, he says, m erely as th eir am en- 
ueusis or agent in the m atter. 
A letter was published in a W oodland 
paper replying thereto, in w hich it was in ­ 
tim ated th at H enley had rem oved from 
Sacram ento to Yolo for reasons th at did 
n ot reffect credit upon him . 
H enley saw 
the pubjication yesterday, and m ettin g 
F rom m elt told him it was a contem ptible 
lie, and in unvarnished A nglo-Saxon pro­ 
ceeded to express his opinion of th e author. 
F rom m elt, H enley says, told him he 
w ould arrest him , and H enley defied him 
to d o so w ithout cause and w ithout a w ar­ 
rant. 
From m elt w anted him to go along, 
an d H enley refused, declaring th at he 
knew his rights, and dem anded to kuow 
on w hat ground th e Constuble proposed to 
arrest him . 
G etting no satisfactory reply, 
he walked aw ay and left th e Constable in 
despair. 
T he latter th en wont to the office 
of Justice N ew ton to sw ear out a w arrant 
for H enley’s arrest, aud H enlev returned 
to h ear w hat kind of a story he had to tell. 
T he Justice heard them both and advised 
H enley to su b m it to arrest, but the latter— 
w ho bad occupied th e bench him self in 
th is city —declared he w ouldn't do an y th in g 
of the kind unless a w arrant were regularly 
issued, charging him w ith som e infraction 
of th e law. 
A ccording to H enley's statem ent F ro m ­ 
m elt then grabbed him by the arm and a t­ 
tem pted to take him along, refusing to let 
go w hen ordered to do so. 
H enley then 
“ hauled off and cracked him on the jaw ,” 
and the C onstable called upon a n u m b er of 
bystanders for help. 
T he Justice told them 
they m ust assist an officer w hen called 
up .n for help, “ and th en ,” said H enlev. 
“ th e gang jum ped m e and I had to give 
in .” 
It was then proposed to hold H enley to 
answ er for resisting an officer, b u t the 
charge was finally m ade a disturbance of- 
th e peace, and th e C onstable-dem olisher 
was taken before Justice W itham , w ho ad­ 
m itted him the hail in th e sum o f $200. 
H enley seem ed to be som ew hat am used 
over w hat he regards as th e farcical ch ar­ 
acter of th e proceeding, but th reaten s—in 
case he is put to m uch trouble o r expense 
in th e m atter—to not only m ake things 
how! in the official circles of W ashington, 
but to give the Y olo county G rand Ju rv 
plenty to do if it w ants a job. 


It W h s A ccid en ta l. 
An inquest was held last evening in the 
case of l’edro G allardo, a M exican steve­ 
dore w ho fell into the river at the foot o f M 
street on T uesday last. 
T he testim onv 
show ed th a t G allardo reported for w ork on 
th at day in an intoxicated condition, and 
was told by his friends to go hom e. 
H e 
refused, and finally fell off th e barge upon 
w hich he was engaged to w ork. 
H e was 
fished out and again requested to go hom e. 
H e then 'eft the barge, but after reaching 
land he im m ediately began disrobing and 
the n ext in stan t deliberately plunged into 
the river. As som e boys were in sw im m ing 
near by it is th ought that G allardo only 
m eant to join them , and did not contem p­ 
late suicide 
T he ju ry accepted th is as a 
proper solution of the m atter, and rendered 
a verdict of accidental death. 
G allardo 
w as about 23 years of age and unm arried. 


S ecretary P ro cto r W an ts to M ake a S ol­ 
d ier’s L ife M ore A ttra c tiv e. 
W a sh in g t o n, Septem ber 6 th .- T he su b ­ 
ject of desertion from the arm y w ill be 
treated at length in th e forthcom ing report 
of th e Secretary of W ar. 
It is one th at has 
had Secretary P roctor's earnest considera­ 
tion from the beginning, as well as th at o f 
th e A djutant-G eueral’s staff. 
V arious changes in cam p and barracks 
life, w ith a view to increasing th e soldier’s 
com fort a rd interest in his com m and, has 
been in stituted, notably the consolidated 
m ess an d canteen system s. 
T hese have 
w orked well w herever tried, an d th e result 
has been th at th e percentage of deserters 
has been decreased. 
Since 1883, of th e de­ 
serters 05 per cent, occur am ong m en serv­ 
ing th eir first and second yeats of en list­ 
m ent. 
In M ay M ajor Theo. Schw an, A ssistant 
A djutant-G eneral, u n d er instructions from 
Secretary Proctor, m ade a tour o f inspection 
of the recruiting de ots at D avins Island, 
New Y ork; Colum bus, Ohio, and Jefferson 
B irrack s. M issouri. 
T he M ajor is him self a soldier w ho cam e 
up from the ranks, and his report to 
the A djutant G eneral contains num erous 
suggestions, including th e draft of a bill 
prepared by him last w inter after a close 
study of th e situation, w hich is calculated, 
in his opinion, to lessen the evil of deser­ 
tion. 
M tjor Schw an says : 
“ W hatever causes 
of discontent m ay at o n e tim e haveexisted, 
such as lack of provision or c.are for the 
physical com fort and needs of the enlisted 
soldier or unreasonable dem and upon, aud 
u n fa ir and harsh treatm en t of h im , has 
been rem oved so far as it is in the pow er of 
th e m ilitary au thorities to do so, and cases 
are rare w here a failure of th e G overnm ent 
to m ake good its obligations can be tru th ­ 
fully alleged as affording even the sem ­ 
blance of justification for desertion.” 
A m ong o th er things M ajor Schw an’s bill 
provides safe guards against readm isston to 
service of “repeaters,” or professional de­ 
serters. 
A nother provision of the bill is 
th at one-third of th e soldiers pay for the 
first year shall be retained, u n til th e dis­ 
charge, and forfeited if he does not serve 
out his term . 
It also provides for the adoption of th e 
B ritish custom ot perm itting enlisted m en 
to purchase th eir discharges. 
A cting A djutant-G eneral M cKeever and 
other officers o f the staff, have, at Secretary 
P roctor's request, subm itted m em oranda on 
th e subject of desertions. A cting A djutant- 
G eneral M cKeever says, in bi3 opinion, th e 
causes of desertion are disappointm ent at 
th e realities of m ilitary life. 
E m ploym ent 
of soldiers on iabor w ork w ithout extra 
pay, inequality o f pun ish m en t as indicted 
by C ourt-m artials, by com pany ad m in istra­ 
tions. th e tyrannical conduct som etim es 
tow ard enlisted m en by officers, m ore es­ 
pecially th e F irst Sergeants, and above all, 
th e too-often unnecessary restraints im ­ 
posed on the soldier. 
H e also believes the 
largest num ber of desertions are A m erican 
born. 
T h e follow ing rem edial m easures are 
suggested: L im it the term of enlistm ent in 
first enlistm ent to three years. 
R e-enlist­ 
m en t to five years. 
G rant discharges on 
paym ent of certain sum s, graded according 
to length o f service. 
D ischarge m en found 
to be incorrigibly bad and w ithout c h ar­ 
acter, and th u s bar th eir re-entry in to the 
service. 
H ave a graded code of p u n ish ­ 
m ents for;, the guidance of C ourts m artial, 
secure a better class of non-com m issioned 
officers, and especially F irst Sergeants, by 
increasing th eir pay. 
M ake the a n e s t and 
p u n ish m en t of deserters m ore certain th an 
at present by increasing th e rew ard.

E very farm er w ho has paid royalty for 
years upon th e barbed fence w ire m an u ­ 
f a c tu r é by th e W ashburn-M oen M an u ­ 
facturing C om pany of W orcester, Mass., 
w ill rem em ber the suits brought against 
M oen by one W ilson for th e recovery of 
the value o f notes given by M oen to th e e x ­ 
te n t o f $50 000, and w hich the latter re ­ 
pudiated on the ground of no consideration. 
T he testim ony at th a t tim e show ed th at 
in th e course o f h alf a dozen years M oen 
had paid W ilson som ething like half a 
m illion dollars, an d to th e astonishm ent of 
everybody, d uring th e entire triai th e m ost 
searching cross-exam ination could secure 
from n eith er party, W ilson nor M oen, the 
reason w hy this m oney had been paid. V ar­ 
ious theories were advance, th e m ostof them 
asserting th at W ilson was paid to conceal 
som e disgraceful episode in M oen’s life. 
W ilson’s ease dropped through, and a sec­ 
ond suit was brought in Providence, R. I., 
w hich also failed. 
T he m atter was th en 
dropped. 
T he general foreign agent of the T hom as 
H ouston E lectric L ight Com pany, w ho has 
ju st returned from France, w here he spent 
a year p utting in plants, is in W ashington, 
and m akes the follow ing s ta te m e n t: W hile 
in France he was obliged by his business to 
visit constantly the R egistry of Patents, 
w hen he one day cam e across th e fact th at 
a patent for a barbed-w ire fence had been, 
in 1865, granted to Louis F rancois Jan cu . 
In 1,-69 Jan cu cam e to th is country in th e 
interest of his invention. 
In 1870 patents 
for w ire fences were granted to M oen in 
this country as original and w ithout assign­ 
m ent. 
T hen the earth opened and sw al­ 
lowed Jan cu . 
H e has never been seen 
seen since. 
A passage in one of M oen’s 
letters to W ilson, read at th e trial, instructs 
W ilson to “ treat th e th ird party well ; 
clothe and feed him well and allow him all 
the m oney he w auts, an d charge th e sam e 
to m e.” 
T he discovery is thought by th e electric- 
light m an to com e near solving the W ilson- 
Moen m ystery. 
T he party, w ho does no t 
care to have his nam e know n, is w ell 
know n as an electrical engineer and is per­ 
fectly reliable.
